CHAPTER II.

It tu October IS, no matter what year, fijo’clock a. m, cold, 
calm and bright. The little steamer plying between Norfolk and 
the eastern shore of Virginia was lying at her moorings, puffing, 
churning, and screaming, as If Impatient to plough the blue 
waters of the Chesapeake.

“Come 
up to the captain’s office and settle,” was the startling cry that 
broke up this embryo quarrel, and after this opportune Interrup¬ 
tion. and a glorious breakfast, they strolled to the main deck to 
view the magnificent scene spread out before them. Running 
rapidly down Hampton roads, by tbe spot afterwards famous for 
the great fight betwen the Monitor and Virginia, touching for an 
Instant at Fortress Monroe, they were soon steaming across the 
Chesapeake for Cherrystone, Northampton county, Virginia.

Do you remem¬ 
ber how beautiful those soft flexible shot pouches were, and 
the wpnderful stamping of dogs’ heads, rabbits and birds that 
ornamented the stiff goods! The waist pouches, with their cross- 
straps, and bright spring measures made a plain cartridge belt 
bang Its head In shame, and the breech-loading sportsman will 
never know the mystery of a cap-pocket Mystery It was Indeed, 
when the cold weather nipped and pinched and numbed the 
Angers tumbling for It, or made them drop the cap half a dosen 
times before placing It on the tube. Still, what la more wonder¬ 
ful than tbe Improvement In small arms within the past twenty- 
five years! 

They were rapidly nearing the eastern shore. The pine trees 
began to be plainly visible, the brown stubble fluids began to 
peep out from behind the points, Cherrystone light was soon 
passed. Cherry stone creek soon traversed, and the boat swung to 
her moorings by 10 a. m. It was a long narrow pier running 
out several hundred yards to deep water, and they were soon 
ashore bag and baggage. Parker was at borne and everybo4y 
knew him. “ Hello, BUI, bird huntin’ agin, ah!

with barrels of wild geese to ship north, offish and shy under his 
tarpaulin, but deadly true when he draws a bead In a blind, and 
able to stand more cold than a Newfoundland dog. There Is the 
oyster planter come down to ship his hundred barrels and get 
his returns, portly and prosperous, and rather “ rummy ” from 
waiting in the cold. There la the thrifty farmer bustling about 
shipping hts “ ’taters ” to market. There Is the sheriff with his 
saddle-bags, serving writs, and the young gentleman from the 
village come down to tee who goes and who came, and the old 
politician come after the newspaper he hts read for thirty years. 
And tbe white-haired, whiteeyed country storekeeper bustling 
around In a small conglomeration of groceries, hardware and 
whisky, to serve a clamorous throng of black and white fisher¬ 
men, oystermen, farmers, and tipplers, crawling over each 
other’s backs like crabs In a basket. Through all these scenes 
Parker moved back and forth with perfect familiarity, and Ser¬ 
geant followed passively, having been fully informed that the 
management was In P.’s hands. The keen sea-breese had whet¬ 
ted their appetites, and they strolled a few yards up tbe shore 
where the stern of a punt bad been hauled up on the beach by 
Its enterprising darkey owner, and there enjoyed a dosen raw 
Cherrystone oysters, opened on the spot, but not more than did 
Sergeant the lingo of the sable Oanymede.

Uncle 
Jimmy, thoroughly amused, true type of his countrymen, gave 
them a welcome, beartv and simple. Told them tbe birds were 
thick as hops, and that a gun had oot been fired upon his place 
that year. Called to the little nigger who was holding his horse 
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to tie the horse and buggy In the fence corner and go with the 
gentlemen. Warned them not to disappoint him. Was tickled 
to his boots at the prospect of such merry company; Invited sev¬ 
eral neighbors to come over that night. Got In his little queer¬ 
looking gig and drove home In the beat of humor. 8topped on 
the way for a jug of whisky. Bent out his man Solomon for a 
boat full of oysters and a basket of terrapin. Aired the great 
feather-bed In the company room, and counted the hours Im¬ 
patiently until dark. 

Seeing the little darkey had supplied all that was lacking to 
our friends, he came up grinning at the Idea of a day's sport 
and Xmas money at the end of It. Your true Virginia darkey 


than “ following the gem'men arter pattrldgee and ole hyara.” 
And, reader, let me give you another wrinkle. If you ever shoot 
In this part of the country. For finding coveys you will need a 
dog or dogs, blue blood or native, It makes little difference which; 
but for finding scattered birds, never fail, no matter how Infalli¬ 
ble may be tbe nose of your dog, to secure a little gingerbread- 
colored darkey- He will follow you from sunrise to sunset; 
will carry your game for you with unaffected pleasure; will 
prove a fine butt for all your spare wit, and when the dogs point 
you may bet your last nickel that tbe little darkey will toddle off 
to tbe highest point In tbe field and be able to tell you the spot 
where tbe birds have settled after you have bagged those killed 
on tbe rise of tbe covey; but never until you ask him. “ Dey 
went over dar In dem pine bushes;” or, “ Dey settled In dat ar 
branch whar tbs sassumfarx bushes Is,” or, “ Dey Is right by dat 
'alrnmon tree out In de broom-sedge," la the laconic response 
when birds are In question. But warn that boy about “ ole 
bars” If your dogs are not broken thoroughly, or you will have 
a stampede on your bauds sure. There seems to be an electric 
shook to the African nervous system In the sight of a rabbit. 
Tbe little otg may have trotted along at your heels all day, 
patient, half asleep, taciturn, but just let a ban spring before 
him, aad quick as lightning you'll bear him about, “ Dar’s ole 
bar. Dar be go. Dar kls ole white tail, sailin'over da buahsa, 


Kotch him. Sick him, dogs. Whoopi” And if you shoot tbe 
rabbit, the "live coon” will drop everything and run with all bis 
might and main to fall flat upon the “ ole bar,” as If still afraid 
his luck in securing him was too good to be true, and be assured 
that you can count every tooth In that darkey's head for the next 
ten minutes If you choose to look at him. 

The mad from the wharf led right across the peninsula, which 
was not over four miles wide, and soon placed them on the main 
county road which ran lengthwise of the county, so that fre¬ 
quently they were In sight of the Atlantic Ocean on the one side 
aiffi Chesapeake Bay on the other. Uncle Jimmie lived down 
toward the cape, and thither they bent their course. Many small 
streamlets beginning at springs run seaward and bayward from 
near the center of the land, entering creeks which divide the 
country Into small transverse peninsulas from half a mile to

coarse-haired and coarse-tailed; with power to go from “ morn 
till dewy eve, a Summer's day.” Never fat, never tired, always 
eager; thick-skinned as a setter, never stopping for brake or brier, 
bounding over fences like a steeple chaser, or through water like 
a spaniel. Thundering along like a charger until be dropped 
dead on the bird, and frothing and champing his teeth on the 
point. Since Bembo’s day I have never seen bis like, save In a 
picture of Dllley’s Ranger. And there was sweet, gentle, patient, 
silken Vic, the orange and white setter, for whose pups men had 
ridden from EaetvtUe to Druminondtown, forty miles; known 
and beloved, and still remembered as queen of natives by all who 
saw her work; feathered beautifully at every point, ranging 
quietly but regular as a pendulum, drawing on game like a 
panther; standing In every lovely pose a painter ever caught. 
Retrieving so tenderly that hope revived In the breast of the 
wounded bird, and withal a lady, thoroughbred and refined In 
every situation.

want to; take him, be will do you honor." 

The Gooffs correspondent ssys: “ Several days ago each mem¬ 
ber of Congress was startled by receiving a copy of a scientific 
review published In Kansas City. It contained a marked srtlde 
on International Polar stations, by Captain Howgate, of Washing¬ 
ton. Not finding anything In the marked artlde to solace their 
hardened hours, the members thumbed the leaves till their atten¬ 
tion was riveted to the following contribution; 

" Editor Rsvix w : Will you put this little bit of Information In your 
next number? 

“ The life of byperls snd Its brood lu the barrel-shaped body of a dead 
dollolum la well known. Such dollola, with cruetacea wlthlo, are often 
taken lu pelagic fishing. (The larger oectocalyx of a alphonophore, 
Abyla pentagona, may replace the dollolum.) I have frequently cap¬ 
tured, In my fishing on the Pledmonteee coast, la South France, spec¬ 
imens of such abylie with hyperla, and brood within. The upper 
and smaller nectocalyx of the abyla was always detached. 11118 
neciocalyx, of course, never reached ihe dimensions of a large 
dollolum, built forms a perfect little house for tho crustacean aud Its 
young. Only one end or this abyla house of hyperla baa au opening, 
which la the natural entrance Into the bell cat tty.

“ The House, as at present constituted, happens to contain a number 
of scientific fishermen, who are contented to alt all day In damp feet at 
one end of a rod, regardless of whether they transact any buslneas at 
tbe other end or not. Hence the above Information from Mr. Fewkes 
received a moat cordial welcome, although there was some difference of 
opinion among the experienced members as to tbe truth of his state- 
ment. Wishing to learn more on this Interesting subject the genlle- 
men decided to open correspondence with Mr. Fewkes, and the follow¬ 
ing letters, which will surprise the writers In print, have already been 
dispatched: 

" Washington, December 15, 1879. 

"Mr Dear Sib: For many years I have devoted moat of my leisure 
to pelagic fishing, invariably ualng the hyperla and brood as bait, and 
have rarely failed to lake a fine string of dollola with an occasional 
specimen of the larger nectocalyx of the alphonophore abyla pentag¬ 
ons; but when I have related my experience In this branch of pisca¬ 
torial amusement to my brethren of the rod, my atatemeuta aa to the 
avidity with which a dollolum will rise to a hyperla have been re¬ 
ceived with evident Incrodulty. I am therefore delighted to learn that 
you have fonnd the hyperla and brood In the barrel shaped body of a 
dead dollolum, and would be greatly obliged to you If you would scud 
me an affidavit embodying your atatemeuta aa published In the Review. 
I do not wish to flatter you, my dear sir (Indeed, I would not ‘flatter 
Neptune for his trident, nor Jove lor hie power to thunder,' lor I do not 
desire to thunder, and have no earthly use for the trident), bat yon wlli 
permit me to say that your researches in crustacean architecture have 
brought tbe human family under obligations to your enlightened seal 
which worlds could never repay. The philanthropist can now sleep 
In peace, soothed by the consciousness that the unfortanate bnt respect- 
abfe family of hyperla. doubtless one of the links In the grand chain 
which connects the original moDad with the perfect mau, are furnished 
with comfortable residences, although their houses have only an open¬ 
ing at one end. I would suggest, however, that lu yonr next you 
should state distinctly In which end the opeutog la situated, and also 
how the hyperla are off for outbuildings.

While 1 agree with yoa that ‘the nectocalyx never 
reaches ihe dimensions of a large dollolum,'I would auffer myself to 
be burned at ihe stake before I would assent to tho proposition that 
‘ihe larger nectocalyx of a alphonophore abyla pentagons may re- 

f ilace the dollolum.' 1 aland on the dollolum. and I am utterly unwlll- 
ug to see It replaced, even by a 'alphonophore abyla pentagons.' 
Now It la quite clear to me, aa It must be to every reflecting man, that 
you are correct when you say that the upper aud smaller noctocalyx of 
the abyla are always detached, atlll I cannot permit myself to believe 
thst 'only one cud of this abyla house of hyperla has an opening.' 
Your statement that ‘dollola with Crustacea within are often taken In 
pelagic Ashing' must not be permitted to pese unchallenged, snd yon 
will pardon me for saying that I have always adhered to tbe belief that 
dollola were cynocepnaloua laactolarla, which communicate a distinct 
orthrodlnli to the epithelium of the echluoderm, and aa a necessary 
consequence must be taken In archaic rather than pelagic flaking. 

" Please furnish me toiler information on this whole subject, aa I am 
literally consumed with anxiety.

You say that 'll la well known that this barrel-shaped body la 
not unlike tbe dead dollolum.' Now, air, I have often flatted In a pe¬ 
lagic way, but never had the pleasure of catching a dead dollolum. I 
have raised a few of them In the neighborhood of the flounder Ashing 
on the banks of the Madagascar, but they were always alive. so that 1 
cannot verily yonr atatementtbat the hyperla la like ihe dead dollolnm. 
In fhet, I am Inclined to deny thle. Once or twice I bed toms score of 
distinctive bites of the lesser nectocelyz; In fhet, 1 brought to the sur¬ 
face e fine specimen of the alphonophore abyla pentagons, but ae I did 
not land It, owing to a special nkaaaof the Queen of Madagascar, I can¬ 
not, as I would wish, replace with It tho 'dollolum.' 1 thought that 
the ebylte were Dover taken with hyperla, and my Impression remains 
that the brood was not between Ihe npper end emeller nectocalyx. You 
Intimate that the latter la alwaye douched from the former, will you 
pleese review your experience on this bead I I have frequently taken 
ihe dollolnm olive, but It was firmly attached to tbe house of the hype- 
rla at so opening, hut not to the one you describe.

If It has been found thst thsre Is more than one opening 
to the great cave as well as to the abyla hyperla, will It not follow that 
the native distillation of Kentucky may be eo mernsted by an upper and 
lower nectocalyx, and will the dollolum then be replaced by the 
slpbonaphore pentagonsf These Questions, my dear Mr. Fewkes, are 
answerleea ana yet Incessant. Yours, etc., S. 8 Cox.” 

[Wo find Mectoeulyx to be the " swimming cup " or disc of the 
Jelly fishes. From the tone of Mr. Cos’s remarks he evidently 
understands what a " swimming cup,” aa well ae a " stirrup cup ” 
Is, so no more explanation la necessary to these hard-working 
congressmen and we will now give the right of way to our own 
correspondent.—E d.

Editor Chicago Field ;—No scientists In the country know 
better than J. Proctor Knott and 8. 8. Coe, that the genuine 
abyla la destltnte of any terminal orifice whatever. Indeed all 
inch philosophic trifling with well authenticated facte In Natural 
History SDd the established nomenclature of Ichthyology la worse 
than preposterous, since It not only Impedes progress but tears 
down tbe existing structures. 

If It were not a work of supererogation to state that these gen¬ 
tlemen have either waggishly or wantonly confused tbe etphono- 
phore abyla pentagona of Professors Dryasdust and Mustyfnd- 
geon with tbe simple Wiggleria tadpoiiana of Cavler, whose brood 
are, by a sort of Intermittent anachronism, extruded on alternate 
days at sunrise and sunset (see Cox, Sunaetlana vol. xdx, p. 
123,4Sfl), not from any capital or caudal aperalnre, bnt from the 
" puncture lkteris,” peculiar to Itself, afterward swarming In a 
black mass at the mother'! back, under the shelter of her dorsal 
fin. Used as bait for the dollolum, and Indeed for the whole 
tribe of aealapha , this brood la more deadly than tbe Squirmator 
angleibue with which every school boy la familiar.

Chairman Fish Committee. 

The Sea Fisheries of England and Wales. 

Tbe report of the commissioners, Mr. Frank Buckland and Mr. 
Spencer Walpole, appointed by the Home Office to inquire Into 
the condition of the sea fisheries of England and Wales, hae Just 
been Issued. The report contains a mass of Important and inter- 
eating Information on many points connected with the harvesting 
of our sea fisheries. During the lnqulriee the commissioners 
visited all the principal fishing stations around the coast, and ex¬ 
amined a number of witnesses. The following are the general 
conclusions arrived at by the commissioners: 

That there la no evidence that the use of the trawl net or 
beam trawl, of the seine net or ground eelne, or of any other 
mode of fishing, Involves the wasteful destruction of fish or 
spawn. 

That there Is no evidence that the supply of fish generally on 
the coasts of England and Wales Is decreasing. 

That In those cases In which the supply is decreasing there Is 
no evidence that the decrease Is due to wasteful fishing or over¬ 
fishing. 

That In Cornwall Indirect Injury Is done both to trawl fisher¬ 
men and drift fishermen by the undue favor which the law has 
shown to pilchard seines. 

Thst elsewhere considerable Injury Is done bv trawlers, both to 
drift fishermen and to hook-and-llne fishermen. 

That tbe Injury has Increased since the Introduction of steam 
trawling. 

That the Injury thus done Is usually accidental, and that the 
chance of accidents is Increased by the defective regulations In 
force for the llghte of fishing vessels. 

That fixed engines confer s monopoly upon particular fisher¬ 
men, which Is opposed to the ordinary principles of legislation. 

In consequence of these conclusions, and of the other facta 
brought before ns In the course of our Inquiry, we recommend— 

That the provisions of the SL Ives Act snd of the 68lh sec¬ 
tion of the Sea Fisheries Act, so far aa they confer a monopoly 
upon one class of fishermen, should be repealed. 

That the Secretary of State should have power, after Inquiry by 
some competent person, to Issue a provisional order prohibiting 
the use of the trawl net or beam trawl In any of the territorial 
seas, such order to come Into force only after Its approval by 
Parliament. 

That In order to enable him to institute the Inquiries, the 
powers of the Inspectors appointed under the Balmon Fishery 
Acte should be extended to all fisheries. 

That, In addition to conducting tbe Inquiries, the Inspectors 
should be required annually to collect the beat available statis¬ 
tical and other Information on the subject of these fisheries, and 
to report generally npon their condition to Parliament. 

That the Inspectors should be empowered, with the authority 
of the Board of Trade, or of the Secretary of State, to allot small 
portions of foreshore or sea-bottom for oyster or mussel culti¬ 
vation to sea flahermeD, to ascertain by Inspection tbe result of 
such allotments, to withdraw or continue them to the allottees 
as might seem desirable, reporting their decision in each esse to 
Parliament. 

That, In the esse of such allotments leas than one acre In ex¬ 
tent, and In case of all regulating orders, no fees should be 
chargeable by the Board of Trade. 

That the lights of a trawler stationary through accident should 
be distinct from the lights of a trawler at work. 

That Her Majesty’s government should urge the Dutch govern¬ 
ment to Issue regulations for the numbering of Dutch fishing 
vessels. 

That, with the exception of fixed nets unattended by a fisher¬ 
man, herring nets should not be shot before sunset. 

That It should be tbe duty of the Inspectors of Fisheries to 
compile snd publish In the next three years a complete register 
of all the fixed engines In nse on the coasts of England and 
Wales, and that any proprietor of a fixed engine shonld have the 
right to Insist on the Insertion of his own engine In such list. 

That those fixed engines which are erected on foreshore the 
property of the Crown should be abolished on the termination of 
the existing leasee or lives on which they are held. 

That no new fixed engine should be erected ou either public or 
private property. 

In addition to these general recommendations we suggest— 

That tbe House of Keys should empower tbe Tynwald Court to 
appoint Conservators for the preservation of salmon and trout In 
the Isle of Man. 

That the Conservators should be empowered to Issue licensee 
to persona fishing for salmon and trout, to appoint water-bailiffs 
for the preservation of salmon and trout, and generally to take 
any stops they may deem desirable for the purpose. 

Thst tbe Heuie of Keys should empower the Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor of the Island to prohibit for the apace of three yean tbe uae 
of any or all nets In Castletown Bit —Land and Waiar. 

In commenting upon this the London Field treats of some 
questions which are of world wide application, and therefore 
worthy of reproduction. We especially commend to our flatt¬ 
en] turlata those truths concerning the depths of the ocean and 
large lakes being merely the ranging and feeding grounds of 
some fishes, while the breeding grounds are in shallower waters. 
The Field says: "Tbe questions tn which we take the most 









































Interest undoubtedly hinge upon whether certain methods of th 
fishing dlfi or did not deetroy vast quantities of fish fry, nod cl 
whether this might not be prevented. In dealing with this there bl 
naturally are tunny difficulties Trawl nets deetroy great quan- g< 
title# -ft"- 11 fish; and, a# the fleh are rnoelly dead when brought fit 
to the surface, how le It to be prevented I Would any alteration m 
of tneeh, etc., do eol It not, elnce no alteration Is sug- « 

aested Then there are the small shrimp trawlers, which destroy ol 
immense quantities of minute flat fish, and the question has 111 
arisen how to deal with them without practically destroying their Vi 
Industry. It will be seen that the remedy proposed Is to let si 
them aloof, and to this eud the Inspectors deduce an argument la 
which to us sounds rather of the special pleading order, and d< 
which Is based upon natural economy, and the great proba- si 
blllty that artificial Injuries are powerless to affect It, fc 
owing to the great natural supply. We do not at all a 
agree with this view. We are quite sure that It Is quite poe U 
Bible to fish a place out: we have seen It done In a score b 

of cases. It Is all very well to talk of the bed of the ocean being ti 
so many millions of acres, and one great fish farm; but It la tl 
nothing of the kind. Vast areas of It are utterly non-productive, a 
Supposing the North Sea to contain, let us say, as a suggestion, d 
two millions of acres, the productive part of It In respect of the tl 
best edible fish would not perhaps exceed two hundred thousand o 
acres even If It were as much.

It la quite admissible that Interference In meshes, d 
nets, and such things, may be not only difficult, but almost 1m- i 
possible and Injurious; but there le a method which can be very p 
readily resorted to, and which, without Interference In any one s t 
Industry,would give a wide measure of protection to the fry of fish. [ 
Let portions of every Wank be marked out and buoyed off on which t 
the fry of fish are found, on which no trawler shall be permitted to 
Intrude These sanctuaries will prove nurseries for vast quantities 
of fish, and the task of preserving them Inviolate should be In¬ 
trusted to the coast guard; and if It were thought desirable, In 
order to prevent the poeelblllty of raids, certain matters could be 
sunk which would practically prevent trawling, but which would 
form harbors and actual refuges to the fish. Such s measure I 
would certainly protect the fisheries largely, and would even i 
prove an actual benefit to the hook and line fishers, which do no 
Injury to the fry, while trawlers would certainly profit In toe i 
long run; but, before anything could really be effected In a wider 
way, we must know what we are dealing with. Aa Mr. Buck- | 
land remarks, we know nothing whatever of the habits of many 
of the best fleh ; where, how, and when do they spawn! how and 
noder what circumstances do they grow and Increase 1 Mr. Buck- 
laud furnishes a table of their food, according to his own views 
and tost of other naturalists; and even tola serves to show bow 
Imperfect la toe publUhtit knowledge on the matter, as he might 
perhaps have found bad be condescended to consult the attend¬ 
ants st the Brighton Aquarium, for example. It Is not the 
first time that we have suggested that a commission 
should be appointed to Investigate and establish all 
these facts. It Is Impossible that we can legislate 
satisfactorily about animals whose habits we have no knowledge 
of. Blunder we may, and most probably shall, and write rubbish 
by the ream also, as has been done far more than sufficiently; but 
why uo European government has made this valuable Indeed, 
this Invaluable—knowledge a matter of national concern, It le 
most difficult to understand. We are told that mililonaof money 
are Invested In It, that millions are Interested In it, and that 
thousands get their dally bread by It In this country alone, yet 
we are satisfied to go poking and groping about n the dark u 
reference to it. The state of Ichthyological knowledge in this 
country, considering toe Interests bound up In It, Is a national 
disgrace. What should be done, wlthont loss of time, Is to ap¬ 
point a commission composed of the best Ichthyologists, combined 
with toe beet practical men In toe country, to put a steamer and 
all requisite gear at their service, and set them to ferret out the 
domestic concerns of all the valuable fish which visit our shores. | 
No private person can well do It—no private person can be ex¬ 
pected to do It. The time of toe government la constantly taken 
op and wasted In abortive matters In relation to fish, and there 
la therefore every reaeon why such a measure aa we suggest 
should be carried out.’’__ 

Hon Smelts are Taken Through the Ice. 

The following description of .melt fishing In Maine Is from the 
Belfast Republican Joum.il, s paper from which we gather many 
valuable Items on the fisheries, and accurately describes the 
process now io vogue In that state: ... . . . 

“ Scientific authorities say that smelts visit rivers and harbors, 
from New York to Labrador, in toe Spring, and that late In the 
Autumn they go out luto toe eea There must he dlfferent 
varieties, or the writers do not thoroughly understand the habits 
of the fish. A poetical eriter In “Fishing In American Waters 
comes uearer when he lij* 
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through toe Ice, places his tent over the .same, builds on a fire, 
closes the door, drops his line through toe hole and sralta for a 
bite Each man uses four lines. They have two klnda of fish 
gear—the file sinker and tha triangle. The former Is lor tent 
fishing and the latter for out-of-door fishing. The file sinker la 
made of lead, about the alas and shape of an ordinary three- 
cornered file. A common mackerel line la made fast to one end 
of toe sinker, while from the other depends a anell of colored 
line, alx Inches In length, to which a hook la attached. The ad¬ 
vantage of the file sinker le that the tide cautea It to cut and 
shear about, thus keeping toe bait In motion. The triangle gear 
Is made of wire, too line fastened at the center, white two hooka 
depend, one from either end of too wire, which la bent Into a tri¬ 
angle. The bait used In this vicinity le the clam-worm, which le 
found In the dam flats. The upper end of toe Hoe Is fastened to 
s rack shove the fisherman’s head, while toe hook la from six to 
ten feet below toe surface. The fisherman aits on bis bence 
beside toe stove and patiently waits for the flah to bite. There 
la not much skill in tola kind of angling, for when a smelt takes 
the book toe motion of toe line convey* toe fact to the fisherman 
and be quickly haute him in. The fish bite betteron cold, etormy 
day*, the recent heavy storm being the beat day of the season 
thus far. From ten to fifteen pounds are a fair day s work for 
one man. They sell In- the Belfast market for five cent* per 
pound. The wages made are not large, but the fleh are caught 
at a time when there but Is little else for the fishermen to do. 
The tent® are comfortable and homelike, the men are Jolly, sing* 
lng and shouting from one to another. Wishing to change hla 
position the angler hauls lu his lines, moves his tent to another 
portion on the Ice field,cuts a hold through toe froaen surface and 
tries bis luck there. Thoee from the city pass the entire day upon 
the Ice, taking their dinners along, which are eaten In the tent, 
the tea or coffee being warmed upon the etove. Tent* are added 
dally, and before the season closes there will be fifty or more 
upon toe Ice. The anglers were exceedingly polite to toe news¬ 
paper man, inviting him Inside, and cheerfully answered the 
numerous questions put to him. John Richards claims to be the 
pioneer In this kind of fishing, having been the first to put a tent 
upon the Ice.” __

What Khali We Call 1h«i Trout 1 

The Pacific coast I* rich to the number of specie* of Balmonida, 
having, according to toe revision of tola family by Gill and Jor¬ 
dan, some five species of salmon snd elgbt of trout, besides five 
more varieties of the latter which may swell the number to ten or 
more; the Salmo r lomlat being credited with three varieties snd 
S. clarkU with two. 

Boms of these trout hate been sent to to* eastern states, snd It 
U possible, to view of their rapid growth snd general hardiness, 
that toe United States Commission on Fisheries may send many 
of the eggs of some one of toe species to great numbers to the 
east stscxns future time. A great mistake was made when 
the qulnnat salmon was sent east that IU name was not sent with 
It Instead of allowing It to be called, ss It U, the California 
salmon," which la not lta name to either Oregon or California, 
and would tend to confusion If any other species had been also 
sent. Now, before the trout oome, we wish to call attention to 
this matter, which Is more Important than In the case of the 
salmon, because we may get -everal epecles,,aod we now wish to 
-.n the attention of Professor Baird snd Mr. Btone to this matter, 
In which they can do much for toe Interest of correct nomencla¬ 
ture. Any name except “California" will do, and that Is the 
name tost wUl certainly be applied unless they give It one. If 
California had but one trout to give us It would not be so bad; 
stlU.lt would not tend to make a name which would be recognised 
and understood to all parts of the country. Let us Illustrate 
tola: California has, or was to have, our common yellow perch, 
known to the^outh as ringed perch, raccoon perch, etc. They 
came from New York or New Hampehlre. What Idea would be 
conveyed to an eastern man to CaUfornla If the people spoke of 
“New York perch"t 

We can Imagine that many persona are Indifferent to the 
question of correct nomenclature; If so, then they surely cannot 
object to anything, but we consider It of great Importance. Men 
of science find no difficulty In changing a name when shown tost 
It Is wrong, but to the matter of popular names an appellation 
once fixed takes root, even Into the affections, sa shown by the 
story told of an old eastern fisherman whom Prof. Baird was 
questioning shout toe habits and seasons of the alewlfe, which In 
his locality was called a herring, without theg; said he: " I don’t 
know nothin’ ’bout them alewives; we aUers called em herein , 
and If I can’t call 'em herein’, I don’t want to eat em." 

Now, In the matter of thl* trout which It le propored to send 
east, we have no desire to dictate, but merely euggest that It 
must have some local name by which It Is known to the anglers 
and fishermen which could be used here; or, better yet, It* 
specific name, aa Irideus, epectabllla, etc.; or, should It prove to 
be the Salmo hauhawii, darkil, or balrdli, could be known as 
“henshaw’s,” "clark's," or " balrd’s trout,” anything, gentle¬ 
men, except “ CaUfornla trout,” which Is In no sense a distinctive 
name. We ask this not for the sake of science, but for the 
angler, the flshculturlst, the marketman, and all who will ever 
have occasion to talk or write about our fishes. 


Fish and Flnhermen of California. 

The salmon fishermen on the Sacramento river have petitioned 
the legislature to abolish toe dose season—that Is, the time In 
which they are by law prohibited from catching these flBhes. 
The object of the close season Is to permit the salmon to pass up 
the river to their spawning grounds on the Cloud, Pitt, Upper 
Sacramento and other rivers In order that the supply may be 
maintained. The fishermen want to so beset the river with nets 
as to drag every salmon out of It and thus entirely deetroy the 
supply, for It Is the spirit of toe calling to take the laat fish In a 
stream even If they know It to be toe only one left to breed 
from. They are In this regard real water vandals. The fish 
commissioners, In their report Just printed, foresaw that an effort 
would be made to abolish toe dose season altogether. In that 

document they say; „ t j , 

»»The close season Is now too short. Salmon in large num¬ 
bers, with eggs fully matured» were on sale in the San Francisco 
and other markets from September 15 to the 1st of October, and 
yet we learn effort* will be made at the coming session of toe 
legislature to still further reduce It, or to change It to a time 
when there are no fl-h coining In from the ocean, or perhaps to 
completely abolish it. Experience lu all the other state* has 
demonstrated that fishermen as a class look only to their present 
profit, and are not willing to yield anything that the eupply of 
fish In the river may be maintained." 

And they further say s . . . 

“There must be an honest close season, faithfully observed by 
toe fishermen, to allow a portion of the ripe fish to reach spawn¬ 
ing grounds This would keep up a normal supply In the rivers, 
which normal supply would depend upon the area of dean gravd 
beds at the source# of the streams over which pure water was 
passing of a proper temperature. It would alao give a supply of 
fish at toe ouly places where their eggs could be taken for artl- 
flclsl hatching.*’ 

We beg to call the attention of members of the legislature to 
the fact that the three gentlemen who compose the flah commis¬ 
sion are not salaried. They are enthusiast* In toe science of 
plsdculture and accepted toe labors and the duties of the posi¬ 
tion for pure love of the .deuce, and for the purpoee of stocking 
. California waters with toe best food fish and maintaining a sup¬ 
ply therein. They have done more for the people with the means 
. oitced at their disposal than any other commission California 
. ever had. They look only to the public good In this matter,

The medal shoot was , verand Plpeno declared the wluncr, and they 
were shooting a ten-ball sweep which t could gome Into to try the 
gun, by paying for the ten-balls shot at. I went In and broke seven out 
often. W. IiTC.uays 1 broke five out of nine, and withdrew. Error 
No. I. I then shot a ten-ball match with H. Schnous and broke nine 
to bis eight; did not at that time, and never have In my whole life ever 
shot a alnglo-handed match with “Timmerman.'' Error No. 2: I 
then shot a ten-ball match with H. Corley, and broke ten to his eight. 
Mr. Corley then challenged me to shoot him s six-ball match, which 
we did, and broke six each; he then proposed we shoot at two balls each 
at twenty-live yards rise, as there were only four halls on the ground. I 
consented and fired the first; the referee thought I had missed; I 
gathered the ball and brought It to the referee; one-half the ball wan 
broken off, aud a ahot-hole lq rough the other half. He declared It a 
loat ball, because be said I had gathered it, and oughts uot to have done 
so, he being the only one to do that. I told him It wan the first time In mv 
experience that the shooter had a lost ball or bird by gathering It, and 
declined to have anything further to do wllh the ahoot. Error No. 3. 

I will state that tbe gun I used In all the shoot was one 1 bad 
received that morning direct from Parker Brothers, and the pull on the 
trigger was twice as hard aa my old gun. Yonr worthy correspondent, 
W. Ti. 0., lu hi* report, sends a shot al Parker and Old Reliable, 
which is uncalled for, and if he had sent you a truthful report would 
not huve dour so, but if he or Plpeno thinks I am weakening, or getting 
too old to shoot, I wlil make them the following offer; I will shoot 
either or both of them a 100-ptgeou or ball match 14 single rise," and 
give them the odds of two barrels to mv one; or, as W H. C. prides 
himself on his double-bird shooting, I will shoot either of them a 
100-plgeou or ball match one-half double aud oue-hair single, and give 
them two barrels to my one on the singles. Will shoot the matches 
for *‘fuu’’ or a consideration, and that aa large as they may desire.

But It will be tedious to all to analyte toe records further 
at thto Urns, and bearing In mind the necessity of paying proper 
attention to such changes of condition ss I have designated, 
your readers I think will have no trouble Iu ascribing tbe 
numerous variations In effect to their proper causes. At the eighty 
yards test, however, the bite made by all the gun* with toe ex¬ 
ception of the six gauge, were so few, and the force exhibited so 
Irregular (though corresponding, as we have good reaaoDS to 
believe, with the real difference In striking force possessed by 
the different pellets), that the records of this test can hardly be 
taken aa affording sufficiently accurate date for comparisons be¬ 
tween the gauges, although particularly lntereaUng as teaching 
us something of the probabllttlee of killing game at such long 
distance* 

To sum all up, it seems to me the trial has proved no new or 
startling tbeorie* but simply tost the greater part of the mystery 
that has commonly attended the performance of shot gun* exists 
only In the Imagination of the luexperieuced; and that the 
common unee Ideas and customs of old sportsmen taught by the 
great teacher experience are nearly always based on good founda¬ 
tions. Thu* In choosings gun, we must have regard for the use 
to which we Intend to put It. If for shooting In tbe brush, is at 
quail, woodcock or ruffed grouse, we know the smaller bores 
will shoot both strong and close enough to kill as far as neces¬ 
sary; that they will carry a sufficient charge of shot for single 
birds, and flock-shooting la never practiced; that they admit of 
being made much lighter than the larger gauge* and, as quick 
snap shooting Is the rule In this sport, and can be performed far 
better and more successfully with a light than with a heavy gun, 
why not choose the former Instead of burdening ourselvee with 
extra weight for no good reason I 

But In wild fowl shooting, how widely different are our re- 
qulremeiito! Here, the shooting belug nearly always lu the open, 
the killing dlsteuce Is limited only by the capabilities of the gun 


being equal, to most desirable. That the small bores do not 
answer this requirement, experience plainly teache* and the trial 
proves unmistakably. Then, too, for success at long shots, 
quick snsp-ehootlng will not answer; good, cool judgment, and 
careful aiming Is Imperative (particularly with a very close shoot¬ 
ing gun), and for which there Is always plenty of time; and so 
lightness Is not a quality} 1 ,to be sought, but rather one to be 
avoided, for, with a light, short-barreled gun, such as would be 
suitable for the brush. It to next to impossible *' to hold” on 
these long shots eteadily ; It will “ bob about;" aud a longer, mod¬ 
erately heavy gun, to use a hunter’s expression, stays better 
where you put It, aud can be “drawn down finer to where It to 
wanted." Another Important point to be considered, Is the re¬ 
coil consequent on the heavy charges employed. The heavier 
gun better absorbs It, Its blow upon the shoulder is uot so sharp 
and sudden as that of the lighter one, and tta butt-plate being 
usually broader, the fores of the blow Is more widely distributed, 
aud therefore less disagreeable to bear. Finally, In carrying, 
llghtuesa to of less Importance than In brush shooting, as much 
of the sport to had from a boat, and when ou land the gun la

THE NSW YORK 9TATE MEETINC. 

At the convention of the “ New York State Association for the 
Protection of Fish and Game," held at Rochester last July, Seneca 
Falls was selected as the place for holding the convention of 
1880. Unfortunately, It was not decided under the auspices of 
which club tbe convention should he held, but was left to the 
two clubs In Seneca Falls to agree among themselves, on. If we 
mistake not, the statement of a member of the Seneca Gun Club 
that there was no unpleasantness existing between the two clubs, 
but, on the contrary, they would be able to hannonlae. It was 
therefore understood by the convention that they would determine 
among themselves which club, or whether both, should conduct 
the tournament, which, however, was generally believed to mean 
a joint action of the two clubs—the Beneca Gun Club and the 
Phoenix Sportsmen’s Club. 

It Is much to be regretted that the bad feeling which has ex; 
luted between the clulw ever since tbe organization of the 8eneca 
Gun Club, which Is in reality an off-shoot of the Phmnlx Sports- 
meu’s Club, should have come to tbe surface In so positive a 
shape as to seriously Interfere with the harmonious conducting 
of the convention under their joint auspices. 

Believing It Impossible to reconcile the differences between the 
two clubs so as to successfully conduct the coming meeting, Mr. 
Stlsby has Issued the following notice, addressed to Mr. C. H. 
Williams, Secretary of the Seneca Gun Club, in which he author 
ties the Seneca Gun Club to hold the convention under their 
auspices: 

“New York State Association for the j 
Protection of Fish and Game. > 
Seneca Faixb, N. Y., Jan. 30, 1880. ) 

C. H. Wiuljams, Esq., Secretary Seneca Gun Club, Seneca 
Falls, N. Y.—Dear Sir: At the last convention of the N. Y. State 
Association for the Protection of Fish and Game, held at Roches¬ 
ter, It was decided to hold the 1880 convention at 8eneca Falls, 
the question of tbe management being left to the two clubs In 
Seneca Falls to settle between themselves. 

Whereas, The time has now arrived when tbe Interests of the 
association demand that active steps be Immediately taken to 
Insure tbe success of the convention; and, whereas, the clubs In 
Seneca Falls have failed to come to any understanding In tbe 
matter, I, as President of the association, hereby authorize tbe 
Seneca Gun Club to assume tbe management of the coming con¬ 
vention, and I earnestly request them to at once take such steps 
In the matter as the Interests of tbe association seem to require. 

I am, dear sir, respectfully yours, Horace Silbbt, Pres’t,” 

While we are well aware, from our Intimate personal relations 
with Mr. Sllsby, that the differences existing between tbe clubs 
have been a source of much regret and a cause of great annoy¬ 
ance to him, yet we question the wisdom of his action. Falling 
to harmonize tbe feeling between the two dubs, and seeing that 
the success of the convention was being jeopardized, it would 
have been wiser to have called together the officers of the club and 
have left It to them to delegate tjie details of conducting tbe con¬ 
vention to whom they may have seen fit. They could then have 
d rected Mr. 8tlaby, as president, to have, In conjunction with 
tbe Secretary, conducted It In the same of the association, and 
thus have prevented tbe question of partisan feeling from arising; 
and at the same time they would have punished both clubs for 
their lack of good sente In not sooner settling their differences of 
opinion. 

Rnmors have reached us of the determination of the Phmnlx 
Sportsmen's Club to hold an opposition tournament at tbe same 
time the state tournament Is held. We trust tbe members of the 
Phoenix Club will not allow any such Insane Idea to Influence 
them, for no such wedge of discord or dissection can be permit¬ 
ted to be entered t<> break up or affect the future of the associa¬ 
tion. We appeal from Philip drunk to Philip sober, and hope 
after tbe white heat of Irritation and annoyance has cooled off 
wise counsels will Influence their deliberations, and the Phoenix 
Club, which has always stood well In the association, will not 
forget their allegiance to tbe association under even more trying 
circumstances than the present. 

There Is one lesson which has been taught the association, and 
which we trust It will bear In mind In the future, to settle at tbe 
time the location Is determined. If there should be two or more 
clubs In tbe place, under which club’s auspices tbe convention 
shall be held This washing of dirty linen In public Is neither to 
the credit, nor Is It bencDclal io tbe beet Interests of the associa¬ 
tion or the clubs engaged In It.

Eastern sporting papers recently offered a prize for the most ex¬ 
traordinary fish story. It Is fair to presume that when tbe pub¬ 
lisher In question made so bold a bid for Action, not to say 
downright lying, In the hitherto unsullied field of piscatorial 
literature, he little thought that be himself would be the first 
victim. But such was the case. A devlllsbly-cunnlng contributor 
from Oregon forwarded to the paper a long circumstantial 
account of a breed of dogs who gained their living by catching 
dead salmon, or, In the elegant diction of the Webfoot, by 
“ satmonlng." The reckless perverter of the truth further staled 
that about nine days after the dog had partaken freely of the 
ancient fishy meal, he was generally seized with a terrible sick¬ 
ness, the peculiar feature of which was that It caused the dog to 
bide away In some secret place till he found his last hour at 
hand, when he would emerge from his retreat and die at his 
master’s feet The sacrll glous contributor stated that bis 
reason for writing was a desire to obtain from the fount of 
knowledge at the bead of the paper's fish department a few drops 
of Information as to the best method of curing a dog so diseased. 
The paper fell Into the trap, and at once proceeded to lift the 
scales of ignorance from off the Oregonian by a learned disser¬ 
tation on probable causes, fungi, organisms, pathology, etc., 
never for one moment dreaming that tbe serpent-llke joker 
was making an effective bid for the prize fish story." 


Mr. Gboroe Hayden. —We publish in this Issue a portrait of 
Mr. George Hayden, of Jacksonville, Ill., a gentleman not only 
well known In his own state, but largely outside of It, as an en¬ 
thusiastic sportsman and an earliest protector uf game and fish.

Edwinson C. Green gun, and as a dealer In materials used by 
sportsmen.

Four Months In the Northwest. 


SKCOND MONTH. 

Chicago, III. 

Editor Cbicaoo Kiii.d: —We were detained at Shultz two 
days <>n acco m of rain, but ha'd aome very nice shooting each 
day, the dogs working be lutlfully tn the dsmp stubble and graaa. 
We left there going northeast toward Oakdale,following the stage 
road moat of tbe way. Near Oakdale we came apon a prairie dog 
town of about ten aer-s In exteo’, and we stopped to note the 
liebtta and habitations of the Vynomoue ludoaieianeu while Hens 
got our dinner. 

We all remember Washington Irving's description of e dog- 
town In our old school-books, and found It a vary accurate ac¬ 


count, bnt oar practical experience and obaervatlon did not quite 
agree with hla statement about the rattleanake. In the first 
place tbe ground was low and very level, and not warm enough 
for the “ rattler;" they only breed In rocky, high ground where 
the sun’a rays help them to hatch their eggs, and shed tbelr sklna 
once each year. They may possibly get Into the dog bouses, but 
If they are found there it la when they are on a foraging expedi¬ 
tion. Neither did we see any owls, although they might have 
been there, for tbe dog booses were about the only holes In which 
they could hide by day. We tried to get a dog, but they all sat 
on that aide of the house nearest to us, and when tbe gun cracked 
they gave aahortbark, turneda somersault Into the hole, and that 
was the last of them till their curiosity, If they escaped 
death, got tbe better of them and they came out again; assum¬ 
ing the ssme position sa before, sitting upright ou their haunches. 
We msde several shots, but imly got part of one dog,bis compan¬ 
ions evidently dragging the other part down Into the hole 
out of sight. The part we did get Doc shot with a chambered 
shell. KLJUI 

Passing through Oakdale and Nelelgh City, toward nlgbt we 
came upon a small band of Indians, dirty, filthy things, having 
In charge a drove of ponies, which they were herding on the bot¬ 
toms. There were perhaps twenty of the Indians, old men, 
sqoaws, and papooses, sod about 150 ponies. They belonged on 
the reservation, near Yankton. They were quite sociable, and 
were persistent In their solicitations for tobacco, whisky, and 
ammunition. 

They told us there were three deer, two does and a buck, that 
came down from tbe hills tbe evenlng'before end spent the nlgbt 
among the ponies. Leaving before light in the morning we con¬ 
cluded to have some deer meat; so, getting an early start about 
3:30 a. m., tn company with two of the Indians, we made a de¬ 
tour of about a mile, then stationed ourselves a sufficient dis¬ 
tance apart, so as to cover all the Intervening ground, and 
awaited the dawn. 

We did not have long to wait, for, about fif een minutes before 
four, we heard the quick step coming towards our center; that waa 
the most terribly joyous moment of suspense ever experienced. 
With our hearts beating, and every nerve slr.ined to Its highest 
tension, we waited, and finally they came. Three little beauties, 
playing with each other, unconscious of any danger; suddenly 
the sharp crack of a rifle was heard from Doc’s station, aud one 
object fell, the other two seemed to disappear for a moment, then 
separate aud one came near me. I was naturally nervous; but 
remembering Instructions from Sim to hold steady on a broadside 
about two to four feet ahead of the shoulder, depending, of 
course, on the distance, I drew s bead and fired; be went down, 
but got up again and directly went away on three legs, but as 
the Indians’ dogs were used to tracking deer, I had no fear for 
him tn his condition. The other deer had better luck, passing 
directly between the two Indians. They gave her four shots, 
neither one apparently taking effect; the last we saw of her was 
a streak going over tbe bills. We at once turned our attention 
to what we did have. We found Doc dancing a hornpipe around 
his buck, having shot him directly through the spinal column. 
We put the dues ou the track of the other, and followed the trail, 
marked with blood every few steps, for about three miles, when 
the dogs made a terrible outcry, and we found her In a patch of 
blackberry and wild currant bushes. It was a beautiful as well 
as a touching sight to see her try to defend herself from the dogs, 
one leg useless, and she so faint that she could hardly stand. 
Sim pat her out of misery, end with the spoils we returned to 
camp. But, oh 1 such a breakfast. Mohawk, you ought to have 
been there. Tbe menu was uot as extensive as the Palmer House, 
but waa enjoyed more heartily. 

We packed the pelts, reserving only a small portion of the 
meat, the Indlaus getting tbe larger Bhare. We found our Ideas 
of deer shooting were rather crude, it being mere luck that we 
got through our first bunt so successfully; aud so, to make things 
more sure, we purchased a dog of the Indians; a mangy yellow 
and white coyotlsh-looking cur, without any pedigree save a 
bloody blue-murder howl, a whip-cracker tall and a tomahawk 
cross on bis head, but he could trail a deer aa well as an Imported 
stag-bound, and notwithstanding we had to feed him on blood 
and raw meat by the aid of a long pole and tie him away from the 
tent at night, he got quite friendly after awhile. Hie sociability 
Induced him to sample Hans one night,but either the Introduction 
flavored too stroDgly of German extraction for the dog’s palate, 
or Hans did not care to cultivate the cannibalistic Instincts of 
this Indian “ red pointer;" at any rate, Hans bated tbe canine, 
and wished him In the mill of a Chicago “hot sausage” peddler. 

Some sportsmen contend that a rifle Is the only arm for deer 
and antelope. Such may be tbe fact f ir long-distance shooting, 
but oar experience afterward was largely In favor of a chambered 
shell with about nine to twelve buckshot; for when a deer is hit 
It Is killed, or so badly wounded that you are sure to get It. 
This of course Is only for short distances, Bay from 80 to 150 
yards; while with a rifle chance shots are made occasionally, as 
far as 500 yards. To mike a success of deer shooting with a 
ride, you must be an adept and be able to calculate at a glance 
the proper point to bold on a moving object; also tbe distance 
between himself and tbe object; and the man who has nerve 
enough when he eees a fine deer and can withstand the attack of 
“ buck fever," so as to coolly calculate all these line polnte, Is a 
good one. This being my first deer, I bad the fever, and didn’t 
get over It for several days. 

After trading tbe Indiana out of some finely mounted antlers, 
we again took up our Hue of march. We saw so many chickens 
and so much small game that we only killed what we actually 
needed for consumption while we were making our way as fast 
as possible to the 8and Hille, about eighty mllee from Nelelgh 
city, where tbe Indians Informed us we should find a considera¬ 
ble drove of antelope. 

We arrived at the bate of tbe hills the evening of tbe next day 
and I will only refer to the " hills” for I have not time or space 
to describe tbem. 

Anyone who bss lived on, or seen, tbe Mississippi or the Ohio 
rivers, knows what hills or “bluffa” are. On one side they rise ab¬ 
ruptly, like walls, and on the other gradually undulate from an 
open bank, away Into a low-stretching plain for adletance of per¬ 
haps ten to twenty miles, sometimes only for one mile, for what 
Is generally called a bottom, intervenes between the stream and 
the bills, varying In width as stated above. The bluffs or bills 
are generally sand or rock; when sand they shift from day to 
day with the wind, and In a abort time I bare seen a complete 
bill transformed to the exact spot previously occupied by a eteale 
or valley; of course thla drifting only ocean tn a sandy region. 

The only thing that grows Us kind of wire graaa, and sand burrs 
(everybody knows what they are,) and a few pine or spruce and 
plum trees. The surface of the ground U so soft that a horse or 
man even cannot travel on It to advantage In the present cate the 
blUa embraced s territory of about four to seven miles wide by 
thirty to forty miles In length; In lbs center, of course, grew some 
shrubs end vines, mostly of pine, spruce, and grape, and what U 
known aa Buffalo grass Tbe antelope seek these quiet epoU, 
being where, free from Intrusion,and difficult to approach they feel 
secure Here we showed our inuptrienct. Sim told us it was 
at least a day’s work to get ready, and we should be obliged tn 
separate, each taking enough ammunition and Deceaserie« to last 
us, and wont of ail plenty of water to last that Ume; ha didn’t 
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uy anything about the ifiwiWaMoH remedy, bat Doc and myeelf 

the camp In charge of Hana, agreelog to meet that 
night at raneet, at the lateet. The Idea »u to beat the 
*„ n( , and closing on the center, we would be able to beg quite 
^amount of g“me K I went}we.t on horeeb.ck, accoa.pan.jd b, 
81m we going south for about four miles, thence east for three 
miles■ then he left Doc, went south from camp and >u to com¬ 
ment the march of conveyance toward oar game center and the 
camp at 12 M. I waited till the appointed time and marched 
gallantly over the sand hills, sometimes riding, sometimes walk¬ 
ing but always ready for a shot. I never saw a living thing 
except the homeland dog until la sight of camp I saw an animal 
a little larger than our dogs, and It did not seem to be In any 
. „ r uasslng within a few rods of our tent. 1 wondered 

where Hsus'was, but he made himself manifest about this time 
by killing au an^lope right In Its tracks; be had the langb on ns, 
for this was “he only one we saw that day, and a* we discovered 
afterward, this was a runway for them to get water at night, 
and bad wc kuown it sooner, wc might have had some line sport 
at this point. We got to bed that night In good season, deter- 

iniued on the morrow to do better. ^ » 

That night lUns was the happiest man on the plalos. Some of 
hischaracter impersonations and Impromptu German ®l*<*hes 
were lu^crou.ly funny, and even Gus William, would have 
wilted to ace Mans do hla ltttle-hrown-jug act. The cheese (I) 
took effect on Hana, and after long recitals of the heroism of hla 
ancestors In their sturdy defence of their homes, along the 
castJed Rhine, and praise of the wine, the women, and the 
music of his fader-land, he seemed to be Imbued with the 
(HoirUtu fomenii) Inspiration and Inclination of some of the red 
m^, and'forthwith proceeded to chronicle his explolu In the

Coarse vs. Fine Powder. 


Paisesville, Ohio. 

Fditok Chicago Field :-l was pleaaed to read In your last 
Issue an article from Mr. Van Dyke, giving hla views upon the 
mprlta of coarse aDd line powder, as I have been giving the sub¬ 
ject much study of late. 1 am now having trial ^rith 

made after the style of the one you used in jour gun trial, with 
which I propose to test the different sties of powder w ^ h , Tar “I” 
ways of foadlug to satisfy myeelf as to what is the best way to 
3 my gun, which is a 12-bore, 30-lncb barrel, Vfpound Scott 
Premier As fsr as I have been able to learn thus far, the 
Orauge Ducking No. 5 Bulta my gun the best, and this Is a very 
?o*r£ powder. For woodcock or in any brush shooting I would 
give $3 a pound, If necessary, for the Dltmar powder before I 
would uaeany other, everything to the coM.*** 
j n rr. I have used many pounds of it with all kinds or loaas si 
at the trao and at targets, and it always holds Its own. I 
never' 1 oad^u p any shells but what I load a few with Dltmar to 
SSrt now and then to clean out my gun If the aporUmen who 
are prejudiced against this powder will buy a cao of It, load a 
few shells as directed, take them to the next trap shoot they 
attend and about every ten show shoot a charge of the powder, 
thly will admit at least Iw efficiency In keeping a gun clean, It 

B °Lutely U I°h^e g experleuced some difficulty In breaking the out, 
golngballs in trapshooting which I believed to be caused by the 
shot^s presdlng too much. In order to satisfy myself on this 

point I loaded some fifty shells a few days since and taking a 

lartre sheets of paper went out to sec what kind of a 
Iw^woulVmake tbe'best pattern at thirty-*.;t yards with suffi¬ 
cient penetration to break a glass ball. I loaded the »heUa In 
various ways. Some with the powder charge divided equally w th 
a black-edge wad, with and without a hole In it; a few with 
“ carf wad in pl.re of black-edge wad; jeverel with oo^fonrth 
of the powder In bottom of the shell, then wad and rest of the 

I bad no correct way of testing the penetration of the above 
loads but found the patterne of al( of them very unsatisfactory. 
On the other hand 8* drams Dltmar,* Hoi. No. 8 or 4 dram* 
Orange Ducking, Hoi. No. 8 loaded In the usual way gave splen¬ 
did patterns, and as far as I could see, good penetration. With 
the<£ loads I could average with my modified choke barrel, about 
840 In a twenty-inch circle, at thirty yards, and spread so evenly 
that a glass ball could not escape ““broken. 

I have been using No. 7 at glass balls, bat my right barrel 
will not shoot them close enough at long distances. It require* 
a good gun to break glass balls every time at 36 yards, which any 
man can learn If he will shoot at a three-inch circle at that dis¬ 
tance ; by testing the matter he will soon learn It Is not his fault If 
occasionally misses long shots at glass balls. 

I think Mr* Van Dyke has s correct Idea of the relative merits 
of coarse... fine powder, but It Impresses me that a trial such as 
he speaks of would prove nothing to the sportsman at large, 
otherwise thau what waa the best for the particular guns used in 
said trial. Hla theory 1* In accordance with those of our best- 
known sporting authors as far as tbs slie of powder being beet 
adapted to large-bore long guns, and small-bore short guns. 
Guns vary so much In their shooting that It U a difficult mailer 
to know juat how Urge a grained powder they_willJiur n. For 
instance, in the duck shooting experience Mr. Van Dyke speaks 
ovSSSk hi. friend n.r hlmilf could Wl the ducks wlU^are, 
Dowder. Thetr guns were 1S-2&-6, end 18-38-7*. Doee he 
wish to he understood as sutlng that such aUed guns are too 
short and too small caliber to ahoot coarse powder with sufficient 
penetration to kill ducks successfully! If so, then many sports¬ 
men will disagree with him, tor It U a fact that many gun. at 
this sire do give the best results with very coarse powder- As 
for the 14, 10 end 80 gauge guns of twenty-eight and thirty Inch 
length of barrel I cannot speak from experience, bat It would 
be reasonable to suppore the beat shooting could be obUUrd by 
using a floe or medium-grained powder, “and again It mlghtn t, 
In all cases guns bare their peculiarities. 

As thU subject msy be of more then passing interest to the 
reeders of the Chioaoo Firlp It might not be out of piece here 


to quote from a few of our authors of sporting literature, giving 
their view* on th* subject, for the benefit of snch of your reader* 
who are not posaeaaed of a library of sporting works. 

Gloan, In bU work on the breech loader, say*s Powder ha* 
never been understood In thl* country. It ha* been much mis¬ 
understood. The powder we shoot, with bnt few 1* 

entirely too fine In the grain. Onr sportsmen ding pertinaciously 
to Its use. We abide by the erroneous Ideas which come down to us 
from the dsy. of the colonise. Bnt the feet “ 0 *^ “UblUhed 
that the best powder for eny gnn, Urge orsmall, U the 
largcBt-srraioed powder which that gun cad be made to burn 
uallv. The difficult problem Is at what alas the powder begin**) 
be lea* effectual The gunmaker can aid us In solving this while 
he has the gun In his hands and ahooU It. But the owner will 
do better for himself and his gun, and their Joint reputation, If 
he decides It for himself after many trial* In all posalble oontln- 

gences of place end weether. _ 

“The force generated by the alow-burning, P? w ' 

der Is In the nature of a constantly Increasing and steady driving 
force, or In other words, an accumulating and propellant Tore*. 
The force generated by the rapid-burning, fine-grained powder U 
In the nature of a rending and shattering force, or In other words, 
an explosive end annihilating force. 

* The FleldTrtal of 1866 gave some valuable results as to pow¬ 
der, and weight and slie of guns. The difference between 
coarse and fine powder waa established by the fact that the eight 
guns which did l he best execution used coarse powder, while the 
seven guns which did the worst execution used fine powder. It 
Is plain, that the powder to be used should be coarse-grained 
powder. This bums slowly. It goes on,- grain by grain. Each 
grain give* new strength. The strength becomes aggregated. 
The shot Is lifted slowly from Its place, and driven, inch by Inch, 
taster and faster, by an accumulating, propelling power. The 
friction Is overcome, and the column of air la elbowed oat a little 
at a time. If It so happens at the Instant the last pellet of shot 
leaves the muiile that the last grain of powder has given strength 
to that pellet, then the right powder Is In the right gun, and the 
perfection of that gun’s shooting has been attained.” 

" But If the powder has spent all Its accumulative force In the 
start, and the shot has to fight the battle with air and friction, 
without reinforcement, the shot 1 b that much weaker, and fall* 
just that much sooner.” . ... 

“The powder which wlU be perfection in 10, 18, and 14-bore 
guns of 30-Inch and more, Is so much coarser than Is usually used, 
that experiments only will convince skeptics.” 

“ The wider the bore, and the longer the barrel, the coarser 
the powder.” 

“ Guns of smaller bore and shorter length, the finer the pow¬ 
der. It must be remembered that the same slxed powder Is not 
always equally efficacious In the same gauge guna." 

I have selected the above quotations from a long chapter on 
the “ Powder for the breech-loader,” which Is one of the most In¬ 
teresting chapters In his book. He closes the chapter by saying: 
“Do not listen to the friend who protests that the powder he 
uses is the best In the world, and, therefore, ictUe nllle, you must 
bay It. It may be that for bis gnn it is the best in the world. 
It msy be that upon trial It will prove the best for yours. If so, 
bay It; not because he likes It, but because It suits your gun. If 
It does not, beware of It” 

Bumstead.ln his work entitled “Shootingon the Wing,” says: 
“Thesportsman should study to know the kind and quantity of 
powder to be used In his gun; remembering that large-grained 
powder has more killing force, Is much cleaner than the fine¬ 
grained, does not strain the gun so much, and produces less 
recoil. In my opinion almost any gun can be made to shoot 
fslrly, If the powder Is well adapted, In respect to quality and 
grain to the length and slie of the barrel. And, other things 
being equal. In proportion as the sportsman makes this subject 
a careful study will he excel In his performance with his gnn. At 
short distances there is little difference between the effect of 
the coarse and fine powder ; but at long distances, as In duck 
shooting, the fine powder has no show. For this reason I 
always nse much larger powder thao most sportsmen. 

In a book entitled “ Shooting on the Wing," by an old game 
keeper, the author says the same thing in substance as the fore-

good shooting this Fall as heretofore, laid their ill lock to the 
float men, when I don’t think they were to blame. I do not say 
this to screen them, bnt the fault waa the low water and so many 
blind* In the bay* on their feeding grounds- 
There It another thing that I wish to speak about, which Is 
detrimental to themselves es well as to everyone else who shoots. 
There l( a certain cleat of sportsmen who come here to shoot 
who mak) e practice of shooting at ducks altogether out of range. 
They will pntont their decoys end then shoot at everything that 
come* within thirty rods; they will never give a hlrd * chance 
to swing In as they frequently will after they got by, and some¬ 
times turn right aronnd and come In to the stools By thl» 
practice they break up more feeding grounds than they would If 
they killed ell they shot at. Then there 1* another practice tome 
ef the hunter* adopt, which I think ought to be stopped, and 
that la the practice of patting out decoys before the canvss- 
backa arrive here, and leaving them there for the ducks to see 
every day and alight with them and find out what they ere so 
that when yon get ready to shoot them they won’t decoy. I be¬ 
lieve Id letting the docks get here and get their feeding ground* 
well established before a decoy Is pat out; then have the blinds 
well in toward shore or on the main points where they fly by; 
then all would be snre of good shooting. 

My object In writing this letter Is to let I he reader* of your 
Journal know that all do not think alike aa to dock shooting, 
duck selling and duck scaring. My Idea Is that a man shooting 
over decoys out of a blind on the feeding beds of the docks 
scares Just as many ducks as the one who shoots oat of a float, 
and I shoot over decoys myself the most of the time. I heard 
that Mr. Starrin did drive the ducks off-from two or three 
feeding grounds. I was at the Lake View House on* night 
this Fall, and saw one of the shooters who frequents there. 
I told him I had come up to see how the shooting was, and If it 
was good I thought I would come up and stay a few days. “Oh I” 
he replied, “ there Is no shooting here; the ducks had Just got 
to feeding nicely out in the bay when 8tarrin came down here 

_-a__ . i •_At_-II_* 11 A.U.iil H OAtt won’t, fiitp 
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one day and drove them all out,” and, he added, “ you won’t aee 
another duck In the bay this Fall.’’ I jrent to bed, got up very 
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early In the morning, went down to the shore and looked around 
In the bay and I presume there were do less than twenty thou¬ 
sand canvas-hacks feeding in and Just at the mouth of the bay. 

I thought that did not look much as If they had been driven 
away; but for all that I do not uphold sculling on ducks on 
their great feeding beds. 

As for the arresting of Mr. Starrin for sculling It was probably 
all right; but a good many think it would have been more proper 
for one of our own cltliens to have done the prosecuting and 
not a man from another state, who yearly comes here for the 
pleasure of shooting our game. I hope my views on this game 
question will find some sympathisers, but I wish to gain no 111 
will from other sportsmen. A. Aldeh. 


Lake Koshkonong And the Canvas-Backs.

Editor Chicago Field :-In looking over the columns of 
your Journal of Jan. 3, I noticed an editorial entitled The Can¬ 
vas-Back and Lake Koshkonong,” which ended with s letter from 
Col L A Harris, of Cincinnati, to Col. Sellers of your city. In 
one place the letter states that if game clnbs and sportsmen did 
their duty the. nefarious practice of shooters and game sell¬ 
ers would soon come to an end. . . . 

Now I am a shooter and a game seller, and I earn my bread for 
myself and family In that way, and I don’t consider It any more 
nefarious to ahoot game to tell than It la for pleasure, as a great 
many do who are abundantly able to live without the proceeds 
of such sale. I am a poor man and have use for all the- proceeds 
I can get. I have hunted on this lake for the last ten or twelve 
years and have used wbat some called a sneak-boat a part of the 
time, but I never hate or have ever heard of anybody killing as 
many as twenty canvss-bscks to a single run on this lake. Mr. 
Sherman, my neighbor, did kill a few year* ago with his No. 7 
gangs gun, aa high as thirteen, bnt I have never heard of It being 
beaten yet on this lake. . 

I think by the tone of your writing yon wish to make out that 

the canvas-backs are terribly slaughtered here and driven away 
bv these sneak-boat men, but don’t be mUlnformed. One year 
■go this last Fall I heard that Col. Harrta shot sixty canvaa-backa 
over bis decoys In one day on or near Lee's Point I want to 
know if yon call that slaughtering for a man that ahoota for 
pleasure. I think It Is; tbet I* nearly aa many a* I shot all this 
Fall and I us* a sneak boat aa yon call it; but I want it nn- 
dentood that I do not nse it to ecull on cenvea-baek* on their 
feeding grounds, ss thereU slew against It and I am wt.ling to 
abide by It You seem to think that the eanvaa-back* were 
driven aw*y from the lake this jeer by these float men. I beg 
to dispute yon there, If they did leave, bnt I don t think they 
did until the lake was frosso over. It we* not these float men 
that frightened them, bnt another evil which you may be cog¬ 
nisant of, and which la the building of to many blind* to shoot 
over decoy*. A great many of the** bllod* wet* built righton 
their feeding ground*. Th* water being very low tbit Fall the 
shooters could stay In their blind* wlthont the swell* dleoommod- 
log them much, If any ; consequently, the duck* did not get a 
chance to feed In any of the haya.lov If a flock ventured In around 
an; of the bays they wonld get from five to fifteen shot* Bred at 
them before they got out, end that wonld put an end to Utelr 
coming there or anywhere else where there were blind*; bnt ln- 
staad^ey would May near the center of th* lake to tm i, end

Philadelphia, Pa. 

Editor Chicago Field Knowing the lively Interest you 
feel in all matters pertaining to the gun, we venture to send you 
a short account of the doings of the Social Gun and Rifle Club, 
of Philadelphia (now called the Riverton Gun and Rifle Club), for 
the year 1879. .... 

On the evening of the 17th Inst, the club attended a dinner 
at the Union League Club, after which the annual meeting waa 
held. The treasurer announced the healthy financial condition of 
the club—no debt, and a balance In the treasury. The secretary 
announced a membership of sixty-eight. 

The most Important business transacted, as concerns the out¬ 
side world, was the change of our name to the “Riverton Gun and 
Rifle Club, of Philadelphia," of which we trust our friends will 
take due note. 

We append a few Items taken from the shooting record for 
1879, that may Interest yonr numerous readers. The club gives 
an annual priie for the best score made at forty birds, from five 
traps, handicap rise. This was won by the score of thirty-seven 
killed, the winner standing at thirty yards. The next best were 
four of thirty-five killed, one of thirty-four, three of thirty-three, 
etc* 

Number of members who took part In these contests, 34; 
largest number in any one match, 21; total number of birds shot 
at In matches for above prise was 1,221; killed, 871; missed, 
350; percentage killed, 7U; highest percentage In any match, 
81' lowest percentage in any match, 03; number of clean scores 
of ten “straight," 7; highest Individual score In four monthly 
H atches, 87 out of 40, or 93* per cent. 

Besides the above, we have had a great many matches for other 
prises, all of which were well attended, as you may Judge from 
the following record; Total uuirtber of birds shot at on the club 
grounds during the year 1879 was 7,481; killed, 5,837; missed, 
2,141; per cent, killed, 7H; or, omitting doable-bird shooting, 
78 per cent. 

We al»o gave a prlxe for glass ball shooting from three Bogar- 
dus traps, eighteen yards rise, won by the score of seventy-six 
broken out of eighty. Excluding rifle shooting, we find there 
were ebout 10,000 shot* fired upon the grounds during the year.

Oar Washington Letter. 

WASHINGTON, D. 0. 

Editor Chicaoo Fibld 'The lest days of the quail season 
have passed, and the only things we can shoot now are the 
waterfowls. These are not numerous on our river this season. 
Oeese and swans are plenty, but ducks bare not come In the 
numbers we had hoped to see. 

A few days since, an old gunner told me he believed that the 
reas >n ducks on the Potomac grew leas In number every year, 
waa because the Immense selns used In fishing dragged the food 
oil the bottom of the river, and tbelr use ao often prevented the 
wild celery from growing to any height, and the ducks not find¬ 
ing food go elsewhere. I must say It put a new Idea Into my 
bead. If tbe heavy ropes on the bottom of the seine have tbe power 
to drag grass and mud from the bottom, what Is to prevent their 
destroying tbe spawn of flab. I have thought always that glU 
nets were the means of making tbe fishing so poor In this river, 
but this Idea of the ropes on tbe bottom of the telnet have made 
tbe glU nets a very decent thing. 

During the holidays I spent a few days In Washington couoty, 
Md., where some of the happiest days of my boyhood were spent. 
That Is one of Ihe moat beautiful places where a sportsman can 
shoot. Birds were plenty, and it waa the most open shooting I 
have enjoyed for years. The country reminds me of the prairie, 
excepting the bills. Tbe first two days were the coldest we have 
had this season, but we made very fair bags both days. I am 
thinking of going there next Fall, and am going to send a dog 
there to be ready tor me. 

The National Fair Association will have a few days running 
meellog this Spring, just before the meeting at Pimlico, Balti¬ 
more.

Port Richmond, N. Y.—Noticing several of your correspond¬ 
ents have noted the arrival of different birds at their places, I 
must tell you of an unusual, yes, avery unusual, occurrence that 
took place with me. Last Friday, having some business, about 
ten minutes’ walk from our village, I took Ponto along with me 
to give him a run, and crossing a piece of low ground where every 
year a brood or two of woodcocks are raised, I noticed him begin 
“ drawing," and presently he stiffened. Walking In ahead of 
him, I flushed up a woodcock, and a short distance further on 
found another. I reported the occurrence, and two gentlemen of 
the Tillage went up to the swamp with me In the afternoon, and 
Ponto soon found and pointed tbe birds. I have seen woodcocks 
here in December when there was enow on tbe ground, but I 
think they were " pensioners,” as It Is a rare occurrence. There 
have been very few ducks In either New York or Newark Bay, 
and very few killed. Unless we have plenty of drift Ice, so we 
can scull upon them, have a white boat, with some ice on deck, 
and sit up against tbe blind-board, and white shirt and cap on, It 
Is a bard matter to get to them. The " cub-head," or “ whistler," 
as he Is more familiarly known, Is tbe main bird we get; they are 
very fat, feeding as they do upon the stems of the small soft 
clams. There are quite a lot of “ dippers,” or '* butter balls," at 
all seasons of tbe year, but they are always fishy. We had more 
woodcocks last Fall than for years back. I never went out unless 
I killed from six to ten birds, but they were generally small ones. 
How Is this for seven miles from New York cltyl I was up at 
Amenta, New York, and bad some grand sport with Fall cocks, 
killing forty-seven in three days; and had a pleasant trip after 
partridges, with Steve Odell, Esq., of that place. He wrote me 
that he bad the Christmas picture “ Nellie and Dan " put on 
canvas and framed. Mortimer. 

Otter Tail Citt, Otter Tall Co., Minn.—In your advice to the 
two Englishmen at Momence, In your last Issue, you tell them to 
go to Otter Tall City, Minn., to hunt and trap. I would say to 
these gentlemen if they are market hunters, it Is no place for 
them, for we are, " thank God,” too far from market to make It 
profitable, and as tbe setters amongst whom there are many true 
sportsmen, who kill only to eat (wblcli Is enough sport for any 
one), market hunters would not find livery "congenial quarters;” 
but If any sportsmen wish splendid fishing, deer hunting In 
November, and duck shooting In October, why, they’ll always 
find a hearty welcome in my “New Cabin Home.” I’ll guar¬ 
antee spring-beds (not patented), bay of the sweetest, and a 
fine assortment of “Cornish ware’’ to eat tbe proceeds of the 
chase from, and all the sport that any sportsmen could ask for. 
If they want to count their dally bags by hundreds, they could 
do It, but such sportsmen (f) we don’t want “ Quantum euffleit" 
is our motto, and that dally. To all In search of pure air, rough 
camping, pure water, and a medley of sport with some tramping 
—I say " come.” If it’s the fun of slaughter and burning pow¬ 
der they want they must seek other quarters. Perham, N. P. 
R. R., Is our railroad station; from there they must hire a team 
for $4, which brings them to my camp, sixteen miles' ride, or If 
they have boats they can reach It in a more pleasant way down 
the Ottqr Tall river to Otter Tall City. The Indians have cap¬ 
tured all tbe fur. It will take many years ere we shall see them 
plenty enough to trap for gain. Wolves, lynx, and bear are to 
be found by looking for them, but as I take no stock to such 
game, I know not their haunts. Prairie chickens, ruffed 
grouse, sharp tails, bares, ducks, woodcocks, snipe, and deer, are 
enough for Ltnx. 

LeRot, McLean Co., III.—The following account of canvas- 
back ducks (Fultgula vaiUmeria) visiting tbe connty may be inter¬ 
esting to the hunting fraternity, and especially so to those who 
are ornlthologlcally Inclined, for two reasons: firstly,that the 30th 
Of January Is scarcely a time you would expect to see them, and 
secondly, I have never killed, neither do I know of a single in¬ 
stance where they have been seen before in the county. On 
Tuesday evening, pasalng through Old Town timber, I passed a 
large pond and observed a small Dock of ducks upon It: but It 
was getting too dark to satisfactorily determine what kind they 
were. I went down to the edge of tbe water to Interview them, 
*nd succeeded In shooting four, three of which I obtained—two 
fine drakes end one duck. In fall and perfect plumage. I was 
tgreaably surprised to find they were canvas-becks, a duck I am 
well acquainted with in hie northern home, and I had no hesita¬ 
tion In marking them in my collection aa stragglers, which bed 
dropped In the pond to roost and met themselves. On dissection 
toey bed tome crew-fish daws, a piece of a toad, and one small 
“gj e-worm In their stomachs. The canvas-beck Is found In 
Kraat numbers on the lakes of Wisconsin, Michigan and Minne¬ 
sota, and their line brings them down to Fox Lake, HI., which, 
Jn my opinion. It their most southern point, and beyond which I 
know of no (aa lH rer r ia) wild celery on which they feed, and 
which Imparts a peculiar flavor to their flesh. Although aome 
are killed on the Illinois river, they are rsra, and get there by 
following the course of Fox river.

O. B., Buffalo, N. Y.—I am the owner of * cocker spaniel (now 
twenty one months old), the «tre and dam of which were noth got by 
the same sire. In recent correspond ‘no«* with the owner of the kennel, 
toachlng the fact that the dog has not tnrned oat equal to either of lta 
parents, 1 claim that the breoder was wrong to breed half brother and 
sister, and that the effoct was visible In the inferiority of the progeny, 
as shown In my dog, which Is, long-legged, narrow-cheated, ana his 
noee Is “sniper.” lie la handsomely marked The breeder acknowl¬ 
edges that my dog la not tbe equal or either of his parents, but gives no 
reason for It, bnt sava In his last letter to me: «* You speak of yonr 
pap showing the effect* of In-breeding; now yonr breeding experience, 
ma tbe very limited Indeed to make snch a remark to me. an old 
breeder " It Is Just this that has aroused my Ire. He Is an old breeder 
and cl dma to own IKt best stock in either America or England , and 
farther, talks at though his practice In breeding was not to be gain- 
sayed by anyone. My remark as to Inbreeding was made on the strength 
of my reading—which has been extensive—of sporting papers gener- 
ally. They all havo taught that It Is a pernicious practice and almost 
always results in poor and Inferior progeny. Wilt you bo kind enou 'h 
to glvo me your opinion of the matter ? Is the stand I h ve taken an to 
inbreeding correct? Ans — Inbreeding Is objected to by many; Indeed, 
It Is not generally approvedof. We are In favor of Interbreedlug within 
rea-on, and with a v ew to general results should not hesitate to breed 
as the breeder of your dog did. Tho fact of your dog not belug good 
must not bo accopted as evidence against the priucfple. for In almost 
every litter there Is a worthless one; the average ot the litter Is Ihe only 
evidence on which to base an opinion. 

Pointer, Qulucy, III.—May I trouble yon to Inform me through Au- 
swere, etc., of the probable canse and cure of tbe following: My 

K olnter pun, nine months old,bas a swelling on his neckjust under the 
sso of the jaw, about the size of a goose egg, suit and flabby to the 
touch, though seeming to be growing harder, and apparently causing 
the dog no pain or Inconvenience, as he does not flinch, even when Ihe 
lump Is squeezed very hard. I know of no cause for It except, perhaps, 
keeping him chained np more than common just before It appeared. 
Is apparently healthy every other way, and I have been hoping that the 
swelling would go away without my having to do anything for it. Ans. 
—It Is an aunatural growth (hypertrophy) of the thyroid glands-very 
common with puppies—for which there Is no assignable canse. It is 
called goitre; It gives no pain, Is not sore, and is no Inconvenience ex¬ 
cept when very large It presses on the tiacbea and interferes with tbe 
breathing. Rub well in, once a day. an ointment ol Iodide of potash one 
part to eight of lard; give ft lots of frtetion; continue It two or three 
weeks. 

T. H., Quincy, III.—What can I do for a dog fifteen months old that I 
cannot make retrieve. He Is well broken otherwise and will carry any¬ 
thing but game that I place In his month,but will not pick up anything; 
Hud If 1 throw an object for him to bring me, he will lie down aud refete 
to move. He appears afraid, though I have never whipped him. Ans.— 
You must either send him to a good breaker or be prepared to exercise 
great patience and time In teaching him. You must practice him iu 
taking a thing from yonr hand till he will do so readily, using the 
term "pick It up," or some other similar command, working till he will 
take from your hand anywhure. on the side or near the floor, then lav 
the object o i the floor with yonr band close by it, give the command, 
and as be tries to pick It up, help him geutly, so that be gets it Into ids 
mouth without trouble. After a little he will pick it np alone, then 
throw It a short distance, ndvance with the dog, place yonr hand near 
It If necessary, tell him to pick it np, and as he does so Increase the 
dlstauce with practice. Be sure to praise and cucourage him whenever 
he does as yon order.

Would like to have her in second editiou of 
stud book If can cure her of this. Ans.—It may be either common cold 
or distemper; In cither case you had better try the aconite treatment; 
glvo from one to two drops according to age. every hour, In a little 
water. If she Is not better in twoor three days, give a mixture of elixir, 
take two ounces, tincture cinchona one ounce, spirits nitre half ounce, 
and water to make four ounces; mix and give a teaspoonful every three 
to six hours. Give all the water she wants to drink. 

F. B. S.— Will yon be kind enough to tell me through your answers 
to correspondents wbat I shall do for a setter pup nine month's old, 
who has bad distemper this Winter, and who now Is suffering from a 
swelling as large aa n man's (1st on the front of his left shoulder. It 
commenced two weeks ago; broke and discharged a thin bloody matter, 
and has swelled and broken twice since. Does not lame him much. 
Ans.—It la a phlegmonous tumor. It wasnt to bo opened freoly; make 
the opening three-fourths of an inch long, aa near tbe bottom of the 
swelling as pos.lble, and keep It open as Tong It runs; keep It polilced 
until nearly well. Give luternally a solution of potassium Iodide—one 
and a half drams of the Iodide and four ounces ol water. Mix, aud give 
a dessert spoonful twice a day. and give a pill composed or Iron 
snlphate, three grains; pale bark, live grains, syrup to mix; once a day. 
Give the pill at noon, and the potash morning and night.

Use 
every day, and so soon as the sores hcglo to show signs of healing cease 
the sulphate of copper aud In Its atcad use the ointment of glycerine 
and snbnltrate of bismuth.

Address Before the Sagadahoc Association for the Pro¬ 
tection of Fish aud Game, at Bruusnick, Maine. 

BT BVERRTT SMITH, ESQ., FISH COMMISSIONER OF MAINE. 

Gentlemen:— It is with groat pleasure that I respond to the 
Invitation to meet you here to-day. I cannot expect to convey 
much Information upon subjects familiar to all of you, but per¬ 
haps my remarks may call your attention more closely to the ob¬ 
jects worthy of tbe consideration of your association. 

It is a source of gratification to me that the general Interest in 
field sports tends to associate with the term iporttman much of 
the meaning ascribed to the term gentleman, one whose Innate 
principles ever prevent an unmanly act toward either man or 
beast. And the true “ sportsman ” takes a pride in the epithet 
that leads him to be worthy of it. 

I remember an Instance of two men going shooting in close 
season, and the act brought them into such odium among their 
own friends, and the sportsmen of the community, as to prevent 
Its repetition. Let every one tempted to hunt or fish in close 
season, even though It be the last day, reflect that It will be 
seeking to gratify a selfish desire at tbe expense of others. 

My own experience In field sports commenced very early in 
life. Tbe “ first little shiner I caught with a pin " was at the 
age of five years. At seven vears of age I began to accompany 
my father and elder brother upon some of their trips to stream 
and forest. 

I shall never forget my first big fish, caught while fishing from 
a river’s bank, in company with a boy of my own age. This fish 
was a pickerel, and Judging lu else from the Impression made 
on my youthful mind, it must have been three or four feet long. 
However, we had no dlfScnlty In proudly bearing our trophy 
home, each jealously claiming the alternate honor of carrying it. 

At ten years of age I waa giveo a gun, with practical instruc¬ 
tions in IU use, and an impressive admoultlon from my father to 
“ never allow It to be pointed toward myself or anyone else, 
under ang circmnitancee." That this admonition might be bet- 
ter heeded by many sportsmen Is evident from the yearly record 
of accidents by ahooting. I have had good cause to remember it 
myself, having been shot a number of times; but I have never 
accidentally shot any person. 

Early In life my passion for hunting and fishing was second 
only to that for learning the habits of all living creatures. Many 
an hour have I spent lying on the bank of a stream, watching 
the denizens of tbe water. Many a half holiday have I spent fol¬ 
lowing and watehlng a bird, to learn Its ways. Even to this day 
I often test tbe patience of a sportsman companion by tarrying 
to observe birde, beasts, or fishes, not regarded as game. 

Twenty years ago I first learned something abont that much- 
esteemed bird, the woodcock. The Hon. Thomas Amory 
Deblola, then an old man, frequently took me with him on fre¬ 
quent strolls In the suburbs of Portland, accompanied by a rheu¬ 
matic old setter dog. During one of these strolls I first saw a 
woodcock alive. After flashing It tho old gentleman called the 
dog "to heel” and “ down charge," and then repeated to me 
one of his Instructive discourses upon Ihe habits of tbe bird, the 
proper time, places, and method for hunting it, what the dog 
should be taught to do, etc., closing with the Injunction, “ never 
shoots bird on the ground.” 

And It now gives me pleasure to remember that my first game 
bird was shot on tbe wing. It waa not a woodcock, however, 
but a least Sandpiper, or “ peep.” 

Since that event, pleasure or duty has taken me over a wide 
territory, affording me a varied experience as a sportsman. I 
have not confined myself to eny one sort of game, but In bnnt- 
ing, from Canada and her provinces, to Florida and the Golf of 
Mexico, weet of the Mississippi, and on tbe otber side of the 
Atlantic, I have availed myself of opportunity to try tbe Roman 
games while In Rome. 

Fortunately tbe beet JUhing may be had daring the season 
when there la no banting, ao that this leas arduous sport may be 
enjoyed without any sacrifice of the coveted bunting days. Al¬ 
though devoting myself to flab, I have not caught one the present 
year; my time having been fully occupied in rendering such ser¬ 
vice as I hope may conduce toward an abundance for others to

catch, whether sportsmen or fishermen, In nil the waters of Maine. 

It seems remarkable to me that so many sportsmen pay little Jhi 
attention to studying the habits of the fish and game sought. th( 
But a small portion of the life history of the Woodcock, for In- In 
etance, Is known to the majority of sportsmen, although this Is thi 
one of our most common game birds. Yot few sportsmen are no 
naturalists, and there Is less occasion for remark when we con- ab 
elder that It Is always during the same season of the year, and de 

fora few weeks only, that sportsmen seek them. 

To how many of you Is familiar the quaint little quauck of a an 
woodcock on Ihe ground, and the reply of another at a distance I of 
Perhaps you have watched them lu the mating season, when the pa 
male mounts high in the air on twittering wings, until far above ru 
the tops of the trees, then abruptly descends to the ground, and co 
struts before his desired mate with upturned tall and drooping l 
wings, much in the manner of a turkey-gobbler. 1,1 

These performances are supposed to occur only during court- gr 
ship* and I huve never known of their occurrence In Autumn; 
but have witnessed them In the South during the latter part of th 

December. . . . . .. . I M 

Nearly every sportsman who ahuoto woodcock has pet theories th 
regarding their habits; and the sporting Journals allude to them m 
as “ mysterious birds.” But why mysterious! There are few <• 
birds, If any, of such general distribution, whose habits vary less m 
with climate aud locality. cs 

Like all birds, especially migratory ones, their habits vary with to 

the seasons. ,, . . ™ 

In Germany the woodcock is known as Waldechnepfe (wood- 
snipe). This Is more appropriate than our uame for it, because £: 
the bird is of the snipe family, and the only member of this 
family that Inhabits the wood. In Maine the farmers term onr to

Woodcock breed In abundance from Nova Scotia to Minnesota, tt 
Twice during the year 1S53 that famous sportsman, " Cale'' I 6f

This did not occur In the “Pine Tree State,” but In Mass*- 8( 
chusetts, whose comparatively greater exteut of cultivated land r ,

Probably woodcocks are as plenty in Malue now as they were e 
thirty years ago. But owing to the great increase In numbers q 
of sportsmen, and their assiduous hunting of these birds, they I) 
are not allowed to collect In very considerable numbers In any | r 

given locality. . H 

With the Increased demand for fish and game, we should not 
only guard well agaiust the extermination of what we have, but A 
make all possible provision for an increased supply. 

lu all countries the advent aud progress of civilization has 
been marked by the decrease and extermination of wild crea- Q 
tures, whether men, beasts, birds or fishes, that Interfere with or I , 
contribute to the life of the so-culled civilized man. (| 

The abundance of nature’s gifts begets a wastefulness on the 
part of man, that eventually results In a lack of supply to meet £ 
his wants. After this has been brought about, man commences * 
to save what he has heretofore wasted, aud endeavors to restore in y 
their former abundance the blessings nature was wont to yield. 

The question of interest to us all Is, Koa may this restoration 
be effected! Ere wasting time aud energy on experiments, let ® 
th- poople of a young country first profit by the example of older j 
countries that have f It this need and found means to remedy It. { 
Good protective lam, well enforced, must be the chief and most £ 
constant factor of this problem; but the minor accessories should , 
not be neglected. j 

In Great Britain the creatures that prey upon the game are ( 
termed “ vermin," and the extermination of verrniD forms one of 
the most Important duties of the game keeper. Upon a certain ( 
tree near the kennels, the game keeper hangs all the vermin ( 
killed, that bis master may behold practical evidences of duties ( 
well performed. I have derived much pleasure from the exanilo- ( 
ation of such collections, not only by the variety of specimens, ( 
but by the proof of mauy more valuable lives saved by the sacrl- ] 
flee of these creatures. 

In the north of Europe und Great Britain the ravens and hooded 
crows are among the most deadly enemies to field game. These ' 
blrdB not only kill many young grouse, but also destroy their j 
eggs. The game-keeper, therefore, makes especial efforts to de- I 
etroy the ravenB and crows, as well as hawks and owls, by the I 
destruction of their nests and young, by gun, traps, etc. 

Weasels are diligently trapped; but the foxes, although among 
the most deadly of vermin, are not killed as such, but preserved 
to afford sport with the hounds. 

In New England, however, where the nature of the country 
forbids fox-hunting as practiced In Old England, and In our 
southern states, the fox should be treated as the Inveterate 
poacher and outlaw that he Is, and especial means taken to ex¬ 
terminate him. Those familiar with his habits know that the 
favorite resorts of the fox here are among the alders and birches, 
where he finds woodcocks and young grouse In Summer, and hares 
In Winter. I do not know that foxes eatthe eggs of birds, as do th* 
skunks, and some other small animals, but If, after an unsuc¬ 
cessful hunt for field mice In an old pasture, the fox seeks the 
adjoining coverts frequented by grouse and woodcocks, he la 
only too sure of capturing a substantial and dainty morsel. The 
gentle and unsuspicious nature of the woodcock renders It an 
easy prey to the fox, and It is especially subjected to hts attacks, 
from the fact of residing in Just the places most frequented by 
the fox at all seasons; and it breeds so early In the Spring that 
It Is one of the first birds to afford Reynard a change of diet, and 
gratification to an appetite that has become ravenous from the 
short rations of a long Winter. , , 

Of the “vermin” In this state, the foxes and weasels are foremost, 
aud I would urge all pereous Interested In the protection and In- I 
crease of ruffed grouse and woodcock, to take active measures to I 
exterminate them. I would suggest for the furtherance of this 
object, that sportsmen’s associations offer a reward for every one 
Killed, naming a sum such as would, when added to the value of 
the skin, be an Inducement for trappers to take them. The 
practice of putting out poisoned bait Is highly dangerous, not 
only to the Uvea of all the dogs for miles arouud, but persons 
have been seriously poisoned by skinning animals thus killed. 
Trapplug Is a most effective method, and often a whole family 
of foxes, old and young, may be taken by traps. 

The following method Is often very successful: Let the trap¬ 
per select a knoll In the vicinity most frequented by the foxes, 
and plow two furrows, the longer the better, over this knoll, 
crossing at right angles on Its snmmtt. At the point where the 
furrows cross each other, set the trap; and If this Is well done 
msnv foxes may be taken daring the season, _ 

Wherever a valuable species of game bae been exterminated, 
Introduce It. Destroy the creatures that prey on the game. Let 
Immunity from its chief euemy, man, be granted daring the sea¬ 
son of reproduction, or when It la comparatively belpleea from 
other natural causes. Let snch means of capture as threaten 
extermination be prohibited at all times. When It Is certain that 
n new species la desirable, Introduce It In connection with the 
qneetlon, bow shall we Increase our game, I wish to call your 
Immediate attention to quails. Last year I endeavored to In¬ 
terest a few sportsmen friends to purchase some quails for 
Maine, but nothing was done. 


I am happy to add, however, that In the Spring of 1879, 
through the effort* of Mr. Jae. Wight, of Rockland, a few of 
these de-treble game birds for Maine were procured and liberated 
In this state, where many of them bred ere their departure for 
the South. Next Summer they will be here again to breed, and 
no sportsman should shoot one, but aealoualy guard them. Prob¬ 
ably few of you have familiar knowledge of the quail, and some 
description of this bird may be acceptable. 

Several of onr native American blrdaare locally termed “quail*,” 
and ” partridges,” the name* being applied to various species, none 
of which Is the true quail, and one of them, our New England 
partridge, so called, la neither a quail nor partridge, bat the 
ruffed grouse. Here lu Maine we have two species of grouse, 
commouly termed the “gray” or “birch partridge,” aud the 
“black” or “spruce partridge.” Every sportsman knowa that 
these birds are not partridges, bat grouse, namely, the ruffed 
grouse, and the “ black ” or Canada grouse. 

Grouse Is the proper name for these bird*, and If all who know 
thle will use the term, It will soon become general In use. In 
Massachusetts the ruffed grouse le termed “ psrtridge,” and as 
the true partridge —Ortyx Virginian**, exlstf there also, the latter 
must have a distinguishing name, and la erroneously termed 
“quail.” Since the Importation of the true quail, Ooturnix com- 
munis, there Is still greater confusion arising from this misappli¬ 
cation of names. We have but one quail In America, the migra¬ 
tory bird recently Imported from Europe, All our native birds 
resembling the quail, are partridges and non-mlgratory. 

The ruffed grouse should not be termed “ partridge ” lu New 
England, and "pheasant,” In Virginia, but should be known 
everywhere by Its proper name, grout*. The true quail, a migra¬ 
tory bird, should alone be known by the name to which It Is 
entitled, quad. And our native birds, although resembling It 
somewhat, should be everywhere known by the uame that orni¬ 
thologists give them, partridges. It behooves sportsmen to ob¬ 
serve this now, less there be “ confusion worse confounded.” 
The quail, Cotumix communit, le a migratory bird, seeking the 
north of Europe to breed and pase the Bummer, and moving 
south to pass the Winter; vast numbers crossing the Mediter¬ 
ranean sea to Africa, whence they return In the Bpring. The 
quails Imported to America have as yet all been Uken in Italy, 
at the time of their northward migration In the Bpring. This 
quail, C. communit, Is probably the Identical species that fur¬ 
nished food to the Israelites after tbelr long march, as recorded 
in our Bible, and Is universally known at this day as quail,* name 
that has been retained for centuries. 


Early In the Winter following the first Importation of quail to tc 
America, a gentleman prominent In the enterprise wrote de- m 
spondently to Foreet and lStream, after reading reports of quails y ( 
having been seen at sea of! our southern coast, and found dead it 
on the decks of vessels, and expressed the fear that none of the 
birds liberated would ever return. I Immediately wrote a reply w 
In the endeavor to offer a word of encouragement to the enter- lt 
prising gentleman, In whose efforts I was much Interested, and jj 
predicted that at least some of the birds would return In the ^ 
Bpring to the same localities where they had been liberated, and e| 
where they had nested and passed the Bummer. p 

I based this prediction upon my observations as an ornttholo- Q 
gist, and some knowledge of the species In question. But for 
the subsequent facte that sustained the prediction, It Is doubtful c 
If the thousands of quails since Imported would have been sent g 
for. Through the medium of a sportsman’s journal, I have 
cautloi ed sportsmen not to Introduce quails Into the Middle and 0 
Western states, where better game Is abundant, lest they prove # 
just such a left-handed blessing as the domestic sparrows have f| 
become In many localities. t 

The habita of the quail render It Inferior as a game bird to our 
most common American partridge, Ortyx virginianue, to which it , 
Is not superior as an article of food. Those who shoot our par- £ 
trldges over dogs might find the presence of quails In the same 
fields a nuisance. I will again remind you that I apply the ( 

terms “quail” and "partridge” to the birds entitled to the ( 

names. _ . , . , . .. I 

The migratory quail of Europe, now of America also, and the 

American partridge proper (not the ruffed gronee that Is miscalled , 
partridge In New England), are the birds referred to. Although , 
quails are not likely to be desirable for the Middle and Western , 
states yet for Canada, Maine and those northern states not ( 
suited to the existence of partridges, they wUl prove s most de¬ 
sirable acquisition, and sportsmen throughout such localities , 
should exert themselves to Introduce an abundant supply of 
quails. 

We may yet have lu Maine some fine field shooting, that has 
the advantage over covert shooting of enabling the sportsman to 
have full view of the dogs, their eager and graceful movement* 
when finding game, and the living tableaux Incident to pointing 
It Field shooting also affords many opportunities for doable 
shots, rarely had lu covert-sho >tlng. Thus far the Introduction 
of quails to America promises to be a great success. The birds 
have bred here, migrated, and returned to breed again In the 
same localities. 

The quails resemble onr common partridges In slxe, plumage, 
and flight, and some have been shot at various place* by mistake. 
But as we have no partridge* In Maine, that mistake need not 

occur here. . „ _ . . 

The greatest drawback to the Increase of quails in New England 
at present seems to lie In the fact that the hay crop Is harvested 
while their eggs are In their neats, and the mowing machines, 
rakes, etc., destroy many of them. Although many of the bird* 
disturbed will nest again the same season, the broods of s later 
hatching are not likely to be so large In numbers, and perhaps 
not quite so strong for their Autumn Journey south, as those 
. hatched earlier. 

Importations of birds shonld be made for a consecutive nom- 
i her of years, to Insure success, and none killed until they multiply 
i so as to become abundant over extended districts, 
t A large number will be Imported next Spring, and I hope that 
i all those who seek sport In Maine, or take Interest In the Intro- 
; dnctlon of quail*, will contribute toward securing a quantity for 
i this state. To the farmers I would state that the quail Is a bird 
that lives on the ground, and Its Bummer food consists largely of 
t Insects. 8!iouldthese birds acquire an appetite for “potato- 
bugs ’’ In their new borne, they will Indeed prove to be a subatao- 
- tlal benefit to the state. 

Let all Interested In this matter nntte In contributing to a eom- 
, inon fund sufficient to procure several thousand quails to be lib- 
e crated In Maine next Bpring. After that Ume there may be dlf- 
e (lenity In obtaining them from the present source, Italy, as their 
exportation Is likely to be prohibited. I will offer my services 
I, a* agent to receive contributions, negotiate for the purchase of 
It the birds, aud make arrangement* for Ihetr delivery. If your 
V association will take the first step In this matter by making a 
n substantial contribution, I will endeavor to obtain like action on 
n the part of the Kennebec Association, the Portland, Lewiston, 
A Kennebunk, Michlaa, and other sportsmen’s clnba. and terae n 
i« ell asking publlo-eptrited clttsene to aid the movement by eon- 
ir trlhutlons, the bird* received to be distributed pro rata to each 
i- elub or Individual contributing sn amount sufficient to purchase 
jr 100 birds or more, the number usually In oos box as Imported. 
Jf any club coo tribute*):**-fourth of the l fun da received, onn-

fourth of the birds received will be delivered to that club. Should 
the authority of the Commissioner* of Fisheries be extended to 
game, much assistance might be rendered from that source by 
the protection of the birds, If by appropriations a working fund 
shall be supplied. If my suggestions are favorably received, I 
trust that Immediate action will be taken by your association 
to attain the desired results, and It this Is done, I am confident 
that support will be rendered from all parts of the state, and the 
voice of the quail will be beard throughout the laud. 

Years ago our streams and forests teemed with animal life In 
an abundance equal to all the demand* of mankind. Bat gradu¬ 
ally with onr increasing population the demand became greater 
than the supply. Dams were bntlt across the streams and shut 
out many of the most valuable fish; Improvements were constantly 
made In the methods of captaring fish and game, and Indiscrim¬ 
inate destruction was carried on at all times and place*. 

Flab and game law* were enacted, bat, owing to Inadequate 
means for enforcement, were of no effect. Finally came the In¬ 
evitable result In the depletion, and even extinction. In many 
cases, of the flah and game of a locality. Occasionally efforts 
were made to stop this work of destruction, and new laws were 
enacted or old one* Improved. But not until there wss some en¬ 
forcement of the laws waa any good result effected. The result of 
a partial enforcement of the protective law* has become *o 
marked as to excite the Interest of an apathetic public, aDd with 
that growing Interest oomes support of these lawe, and the gen¬ 
eral desire for their more perfect enforcement. The work of res¬ 
toration has already made enfllclent progress to convince Investi¬ 
gating minds that we can again have Just as much fish and game 
as abounded here a half century ago. But this restoration can¬ 
not be effected by the simple enactment of lawa. Means must be 
provided for their enforcement If we would receive the benefit of 
them. Let us, therefore, devote our energies toward accomplish¬ 
ing this necessary enforcement, and ever bear In mind that good 
lawe If well enforced, will be productive of far better result* than 
possible to attain by legislating for Improvement In the form of 
the law. 

The practice of continually changing our laws conduces to 
render the good ones that we have lees .effective. 

Like the mere enactment of a law, the mere appointment of an 
officer Is inadequate. Something more than this Is needed. The 
officer should receive a recompense for his services, so that he 
can and will perform all dntlee required of him, without detri¬ 
ment to himself. 

I wish to call further attention to the Importance of providing 
funds for the enforcement of onr fish and game laws; and 
toward this object might the effort* of sportsmen be turned, with 
more practical results than In studying for Improvement In the 
form of the laws. Indeed, much harm may result from hasty or 
inconsiderate changes in established laws. 

In the report of your Commissioners of Fisheries, that will 
soon be published, appropriations are asked for the necessary 
means to carry on the work of Increasing and protecting our fish. 
If Ihe sportsmen throughout the state will use their Influence 
toward procuring such legislation as Is asked, and procure the 
enactment of a law making us " Commissioners of Game and 
Fisheries," onr bands will be strengthened for the performance 
of good work. 

If we have wardens appointed for the state, not simply for 
counties, and have funds to pay such officers, and their necessary 
expenses incurred In the discharge of their duties, we can save 
tons of fish and game Illegally taken every year by poachers from 
other states. The fish snd game are the property of the state; 
and If her legislators will furnish the necessary means for enforc¬ 
ing the laws, many thousands of dollars worth may In the future 
be saved, that has hitherto been stolen. 

Could the poachers be prevailed upon to give a public state¬ 
ment of the amonnte of fish and game Illegally 'aken In Maine, our 
cltlsens would be astounded, and some even skeptical as to the 
possibility of so large an amount being taken. After this whole¬ 
sale poaching has been stopped, for I trust lt soon will be 
1 stopped, those engaged In It will, perhaps, give the public some 
Interesting statistics of past business. 

' During the present year your commissioner* have not been 
1 supplied wtth working tools, and therefore have been almost 
1 helpless, while cognizant that the best fish of our lakes and 
1 streams were being netted In Bummer, “ gaffed ” or speared on 
6 their spawning beds In Autumn, and taken by set-lines In Winter. 

Many woodcock and gronse have been shot In July and August, 

1 attempts at netting ducks hsve been made, snd many deer will 
1 be slaughtered In the deep enow this Winter. 

My dutleB as Commissioner of Fisheries call me to the various 
i regions throughout the state, where this I* carried on, and I re- 
) quire no other Incentive than my Interest as a sportsman to make 
> every effort to stop this slaughter of game. But my means will 
; not permit of private expenditure* lor the purpose, all of my 
s present salary being required for—bread and butter, I was about 
i to say, but the salary U too small to admit of even that, and I 
s will omit the butter. 

0 However, some dij the public wlU be convinced that the ser- 
vice* of their commissioner* to the state are equivalent to at 
S least first-class mechanics’ wages, snd then sn appreciation of

well ss of fish, and each year nse their Influence to procure the 
4 appropriations necessary to sustain the department, and we shall

The Curlew. 

No one who, during the summer months, has had occasion to 
traverse the wild and uncultivated moorlands, which occupy ao 
large a portion of onr northern counties, can fall to have been 
■track by the oft-repeated and melancholy cry of a bird which In 
every respect seems well salted to the locality. The common 
curlew (Humentue arquala) to the beet-known representative of a 
family of wading birds which Is closely silled to the sandpipers. 
In else lt may bs compared to wldgson or small wild dock, weigh¬ 
ing, as a rule, about s pound snd three-quarters; but so grant Is 
the variation in this respect between different Individuals, that 
some have Imagined thst the larger birds belong to a distinct 
species. It seems, however, thst there to nothing In this di¬ 
vergence of else which cannot be accounted for by differences 
of age and sex ; and, though there la nothing In the plumage thst 
eaa be Uken as a guide, It appears that the largest birds are 
almost Invariably female*.

Another plan, which will sometimes prove success 
ful, la that of calling the game as It passes overhead, by a nat¬ 
ural or artificial Imitation of their cry; whilst perhaps the most 
effective mode of all Is simply to lie lu wait In the line of flight 
whtcb these birds usually follow on their way to and from their 
feeding ground*. 

Amongst the varied recollections of early youth, few events 
remain more vividly Impressed on my mind than the occasion of 
my killing my first curlew. I had borrowed a breechloader be¬ 
longing to an elder brother, and was making my way alone, one 
sunny afternoon In September, along the sea-shore, with the In¬ 
tention of paying a visit to a little fresh-water pond which lay 
“at the back of the beach," and which was well known to me as 
a favorite resort of several kinds of waders, and even of an oc¬

A fortnight later I found two recently-hatched 
young birds on the very spot where I had sought so diligently 
for the neeri Whilst engaged In nldlflcatlon, one or both of the par¬ 
ent bird* occasionally make their way to Udal waters, to procure 
food; but this seems rather an exceptional proceeding, and there 
can be no doubt that we have In this species a good Instance of 
a bird which seems to feel no Inconvenience from such a change 
of-dlet as Is necessitated by a change of residence from a mari¬ 
time to an Inland locality. 

As soon as the young are sble to fly, several broods unite to¬ 
gether, and are conducted by the parent birds to the sea coast. 
At Ibis season, namely, August and September, the young birds 
are considered very fair eating, owing to the fact of their feed¬ 
ing largely on the meadow tends adjoining the sea; and from 
the samo cause, as woll ss by reason of their youth and Inexperi¬ 
ence, they are now more easily approached by the gunner than 
at any other period (the nesting season, of course, excepted). 
But, though the curlew may be more easy of access at this sea¬ 
son than at any other, even now It Is without exception the 
most wary of all onr British birds, and the one of which I think 
It may be safely said that It requires the greatest skill to approach 
within range. To walk up to within forty yard* of an old curlew 
In the open 1* a feat which has probably seldom, If ever, been ac¬ 
complished; and It Is only by using the various devices which are 
well known to all practiced wildfowl shooter* that this wary 
wader can be snoceaatully circumvented. The rapidity with 
which It rise* on being disturbed Is well Illustrated by a state¬ 
ment of Col. Hawker, who, In the days of flint guns, having 
flred a shot at a mixed flock of curlews and gulls, found that 
the tetter were killed whilst the other* were never touched. 
Though, owing to the habit It possesses of acting, so to speak, 
as a sentinel to other wildfowl, by Its extreme vigilance apolllug 
many an excellent shot at worthier game, the curlew Itself will 
often afford capital sport; and, so far sa the pleasure of all 
sport Is Increased tenfold by the difficulty that attends IU execu¬ 
tion, this special branch of It ought to stand high in our estima¬ 
tion. Thus, there are times when the curlew may be found not 
only on cultivated tend, but on the edge of a river or creek, or 
near a sea-wall, dltsb, artificial bole In the mud, heap of boulder*, 
or sunken wreck. Under aaoh of these circumstance* an expert 
gunner will occasionally get within rang*, either by Sorting 
down Ike stream in a gun punt with nothing but the top of hi* 


hsm, Yorkshire and Lancashire) as well as In parte of Scotland and 
Ireland, It Is found on all parte of the coast and throughout the 
whole of northern Europe. In Scotland It la known as the whaup, 
and In the extreme north Is regarded with feelings of supersti¬ 
tious awe, in consequence of which, as Dr. Sax by informs us, the 
Shetlanders look with horror on the very Idea of using It as an 
article of food. The local name of whaup recalls a story told by 
Sir John Sinclair of a Scottish gentleman who, happening to be 
on a visit to a friend In England, was asked to stop out Into the 
garden to hear a nightingale In full song. The Scotchman, how¬ 
ever, whose thoughts were In the Highlands, replied, “ Na, nal 
I wsdna gle the wheeple of a whaup for a' the nightingales that 
ever sang.' 1 The reply was peculiar, though not Improbable; for, 
as Mr. Cordeaux, writing from Lincolnshire, so truly remarks 
(ZoologM , Dec., 1872) of this bird, “Its walling though muBleal 
cry seems ever In keeping with the dreary character of our marshes 
and coast. There Is a chord of sadness In Its call—speaking of 
nature and of nature's wildest solitudes, the moorland summit or 
the lonely wave-washed shore, and which tolls not of the haunts 
of men or the roar and turmoil of great cities. Hear It where 
or when we may, whether by day, or shrill and startling from the 
darkness, coming out of the silence of night like the plaint of 
some wandering ghost, there always seem* a fascination In the 
sound, which, more especially to the dwellers on the coast, will 
recall familiar scenes and place*’’ 

Though not migratory In the same sense as the cuckoo or 
swallow, or even the woodcock, the curlew, In company with 
most of the wading bird* usually changes Its feeding grounds at 
regular seasons, and It seems that most of those which frequent 
our shores In Winter have their Summer residence* in more north¬ 
ern dime* In Spring and Autumn It may often be seen wing¬ 
ing Its way overhead In considerable number* though no doubt 
It travels chiefly by night. Indeed, It may often be recognised by 
Its voice (which, It Is said, can be heard at a distance of more 
than two miles), ss It passes pver In the darknea* or, attracted 
by the lights of some town which lies In Its course, wheels about 
overhead Ilka a moth round a candle. Occasionally, also, though 
mot* rarely of late year* owing probably to the great Inereaae of 
lights both afloat and ashore, It daaba* Itself against the lantern

My First Fox.

Editor Chicago Field ^1 suppose that I was born with the 
musical bay of a foxhound ringing in my cars. At least that la 
the first pleasing sound that I have any recollection of. Often in 
my earliest boyhood have I rushed forth from the house, batlesa 
and ooatless, on a cold, stinging Winter’s night, as our old bound, 

Hero, burst over the top of the Qreen Mountain range and came 
rushing down the hUl-slde, In full cry, after some sly old fox that 
had managed to elude the hunters all day, although I will war¬ 
rant you he had found little time to sleep with that dog on his 
trail. There would 1 stand, entranced, regardless of shivering 
limbs and chattering teeth, until summoned wltbln, by the stern 
command of “ pater famMiae." Suddenly I would discover that 
it was bed-time, and going up-stalrs would quietly open the win¬ 
dow toward the old swamp (where the fox usually played a while), 
and then crawling between the sheets raise myself on elbow and 
listen until the faintest sound had died away in the distance, 
making frequent comments as to the probable whereabouts of 
old Hero, and the direction takeu by Sir Reynard. 

When at the age of twelve years the height of my ambition was 
reallxed on being presented with a light English fowling-piece, 
and being allowed to march forth with the ’* rest of the men,’’ 
and take a “ stand ’’ on the top of Bear Mountain, with the mer¬ 
cury nearly at sero, and a stiff breeze blowing. With every 
sense on the qui vies, I watched for eight hours, occasionally hear¬ 
ing, but never seeing either dogs or fox, until just at dark, when 
I was rewarded by the sound of the returning hound* and the 
sight of a huge old dog fox, heading straight on for ine. The 
short time required for him to come within shooting distance 
seemed ages. And when he was almost to me, coming on with a 
tired, short lope, and the eager hounds Just over the hills, how I 
gripped that gun and held my very breath for fear he would dis¬ 
cover me and turn. On, on he came, until only sixty yards di¬ 
vided u* when, pausing, he raised his head, and looking back for 
an Instant, suddenly turned to the right and sprang over a ledge 
and was out of sight. What a temptation to rush to the ledge 
and get a shot, If possible. But no! had not old “ Lige,” in my 
trips with him, frequently told me “ Oilers keep still, boy, devil¬ 
ish still, and the fust ye know the fox ’ull be right top on ye 1 ’’ 
And besides, didn’t they always run the leugth of the bare ledge 
where I stood before leaving the mountain? 

Ah! there was old Hero coming over yonder ridge, and I caught 
sight Indistinctly through the whirling show (fifty or sixty yards 
to my right) of something that I thought must be the fox. Soon 
It was out of sight, but from the direction taken I was Bure it 
must come out near by. Ye* there It showed, just above the 
snow ridge, only thirty or forty yards distant, and up, up It went 
until King Reynard loomed up in sight in all bis majesty. 
Raising hiB head he turned It for a last look at his insatiate 
pursuers. Cautiously the gun was raised to my shoulder, a quick 
sight taken, the trigger pulled, when, boom! the little gun roared 
like a young cannon, and resenting the orthodox “fox charge,” 
kicked me flat on the ground, with a bruised cheek and bleeding 
nos* and went spinning past me into the snow. But what cared 
I for trifles, if the prize that I had waited for, although half 
starved and frozen all day, was mine. Jumping up I seized the 
gun, and rushing through smoke and whirling snow, there lay my 
first fox, dead in hiB tracks. 

Off came my old coon-skln cap, and a wild hurrah rent the air, 
with no witness but old Hero, who had come up ahead.and joined 
In the merrymaking, with many a caper, and pleased wag of his 
tall. That fox settled my fate. Heuceforth, what were hunger, 
cold or fatigue compared with the delights of the chase. Thirty 
years have elapsed—years largely filled with sporting scenes of 
every description. The East, the West and the South have con¬ 
tributed their varied styles of pleasure afield and alloat, yet I fail 
to recall a day the equal for real solid satisfaction, to the one t at 
secured my first fox. 

And, Mr. Editor, I must own, that to this day I retain a decided 
liking for this kind of sport. Occasionally, some one says: 

“ Humph 1 I should think that a man that has ridden to a good 
pack of hounds as much as you have would find hunting foxes 
over these mountains afoot rather tame business.'' Howev. r 
this may appear to other* I have tried both kindsof sport pretty 
thoroughly, and were I obliged to relinquish forever one or the 
other, I would say, give me doge of my own choosing and I 
will bunt afoot over my native mountalus. I will admit that It 
Is glorious sport to bestride a line hunter and be in at the death 
of a gamey “ old red.” But with a master of hounds and several 
assistants, to handle the pack when balked, and so many keen 
noses to catch the least scent, there Is more sameness, and little 
chance for the display of nose and i>r<ii«* required by a single 
moderate running dog that starts a sinful old trickster at dawn 
and keeps him humming the entire day, over bare sunny fields 
and ledges, atop of stone walls aud rail fences, and anon, dart¬ 
ing In among a herd of cattle, or flock of sheep; and, In short, for 
“ ways that are dark ” outslnulng old “ Ah Sin ” himself. To 
me there Is more pleasure In watching the maumuvres of a dog 
that Is right, than In the mad gallop of the hunt,although always 
a great lover of horses and riding. 

While on the subject, perhaps you would like my idea of a dog 
that Is right tor running foxes to the gun. Almost any tyro can 
tell you that the ideal doc of foxhunting, the one that will hole 
or catch the fox first, Is just the dog not to shoot foxes before. 
And many of small experience, argulog from this, conclude that 
the very slowest dog Is best, nut soon find their mtatak* when 
they put one after a smart old fox on bare ground, and see him 
left hopelessly behind in a short lime, by his everlasting “ potter¬ 
ing,” with his old nose forever glued to the ground.

He must 
bark constantly when running, as this give* the fox notice of hla 
near approach, and save* a scare; and last, but not least, be must 
possess the finest Intuition In making cast-, as there are no half 
dozen lackeys following to assist In the operation, and he must 
be able to strike the scent beyond the “ snarls” In the least 
time possible. I have owned a good many bounds and a fete of 
them possessed most of these good qualities In a marked degree. 
Bot the one that stands pre-eminently at the head was my old 
Sappho, who, after twelve year* of brilliant service, met acciden¬ 
tal death wblle In the discharge of duty. She was much the best 
dog I ever ran, and, If acceptable, I may pen you a few ahort 
sketches at her performance* that delineate more perfectly than 
word* my Idas ol • dog that ta right.
